Harding and Coolidge 

Lead in Weymouth by 2183 


Every precinct of Weymouth gave. 
Hording and Coolidge a plurality, and 
they 1«><1 in the town by 2183. The 
totals were: 

Harding and Codldge 3250 

Cox and Roosevelt 1073 

It will ho seen tho vote was over 
3 to 1 Republican, an ur\precedente« 
majority, duo largely to the women 
who voted for the first time, but with- 
out tho women the vote would have 
been strongly Republican. 

For fiovernor. Cox was 180 behind 
Harding, hut led Walsh 3070 to 1005. 

Weymouth went Republican for 
every candidate, Frothlnghani leading 
Olney for Congress 2550 to 1712. In 
only one precinct did Olney have a 
plurality. 

Wright had a plurality of 2072 over 
Boynton for Senator. 

Representative Tirrell had a walk*- 
over, but did not receive as many 
votes as Harding and Coolidge. 

Voters generally did not observe 
that they were expected to vote for 
two County Commissioners, which 
accounts for the wide difference of 
Merrill and Riclinrdson, who were 
. both candidates for reelectlon. Fish- 
er. the Independent, received only 
507. 

Weymouth went on rpcord us op- 
posed to the sale of 2.75 be°r. by a 


vote of 1859 to 20G1. but adopted the 
Police Act 2210 to 1037. 

The total vote of Weymouth was 
4604. the largest In Precincts Five and 
Three. The largest Republican vote 
was in Precincts Five and One and 
the largest Democratic in Precincts 
Six and Three. Wards Five and One 
gave the heaviest pluralities for Hard- 
ing and Coolidge. 

Precinct Four was tho llrst to for- 
ward official returns to Town Clerk 
Merchant at 8.10. Precinct Three fol- 
lowed at 9.08 and Precinct Two at 
9.34. Then it was a long wait for 
tlie other precincts, as Precinct 5 did 
not como until 11.00, Precinct Six at 
11.35, and Precinct One nt 12.10. 

Massachusetts gave Harding and 
Coolidge a tremendous plurality, made 
a gain of two or more Congressmen 
and elected the Republican State 
ticket with large Republican major 
Ities in both the Senate and the Houes 
In tills district Elwin T. Wright of 
Rockland, the Republican nominee 
was elected Senator by a large maj 
orlty. > 

John F. Merrill and Evfen F. Rich 
nrdson were reelected County Com 
misRioners. the vote being: Merrill 
14.705. Richardson 30,024, Fisher 
12.057.

CURRENT EVENTS 

British Cabinet Succeeds in Its 
Efforts to Settle the Coal 
Miners’ Strike. * 

EMERGENCY ACT IS PASSED 


Government Ready for Any Contingen- 
cy — Irish Everywhere Deeply Af- 
fected by MacSwiney’s Death — 
Prince Paul Offered Greek 
Throne — American Farm- 
ers' “Strike" by Hold- 
ing Wheat

Excepting for our presidential cam- 
paign, of whose closing days there is 
little or nothing to say, the affairs of 
Great Britain supplied the most inter- 
esting and Important news of the 
week. Tin* strike of the coal miners, 
with Its threats of further and grenter 
economic troubles, added to the Irish 
problem, gave the British enough to 
worry over and these two matters con- 
tinued to draw the attention, sympa- 
thetic or otherwise, of the English- 
speaking world. 

Prime Minister Lloyd George nnd 
his cabinet were unremitting In their 
efforts to settle the miners’ strike, and 
on Thursday it was announced that 
they had succeeded, If the miners 
would accept the plan. After repeated 
conferences with the lubor lenders a 
tentative agreement wus reached. 

Tin* settlement upon which the min- 
ers’ delegates, coal mine owners, and 
the government are agreed Is a very 
complicated one. Briefly the men get 
a sliding advance of two shillings to 
one shilling six pence, according to 
u0‘ as was originally demanded. 

The miners and owners solemnly 
pledge to co-operate to secure an In- 
creased output of coal. National and 
district committees are to be estub- 
lllsbed immediately to control the out- 
put and a Joint national wage board 
will be established at the earliest pos- 
sible time before March 31 for regula- 
tion of wages for the whole industry, 
with regard to prollts of the industry 
nnd the principles on which protits 
should be dealt with. 

The miners’ executive committee was 
to submit the settlement to the miners' 
federation for approval, so the return 
of the men to the pits will not be de- t 
layed. 

The railway men and transport 
workers, in view of the hopeful char- 
acter of the negotiations, postponed 
any action looking to u sympathetic 
strike. 

Though very optimistic, the govern- 
ment made ready for all contingencies j 
by rushing through to tinal passage its | 
emergency bill. This arms the govern- ! 
incut with added powers to enforce 
the law in case the strike continues , 
and the rail and transport men be- 
come involved. Though it was passed , 
by a large majority, some concessions 
were demanded and received by the la- ! 
bor party. The law us enacted pro- 
vides that nothing in the act shall be I 
construed us authorizing the procla- 
mation of any form of compulsory mil- J 
itary service or industrial conscrip- 
tion or make it an offense for any per- 
son to participate in a strike or peace- 
fully persuade any other person to 
participate in a strike. 

Terence MacSwiuey. lord mayor of 
Cork, finally succeeded in starving 
himself to death in Brixton jail, a 
“martyr" in the cause of Irish free- 
dom. The second <le«th among the 
hunger strikers in prison in Cork also 
was recorded. These events deeply 
stirred all the Irish. In Ireland and 
America as well, and there were nu- 
merous masses and other ceremonies 
connection with the deaths. The , 
British authorities took every precau- 
tion to guard against outbreaks, and 
presumably they w ere / seconded In this 
by the wiser among the Sinn Fein 
leaders. For the latter know that 
these would hut bring on more re- J 
prUsls and further repression. 


The coroner’s Inquest on MncSwinoy 
was held Wednesday. The British 
Jury refused to accept the position 
that MacSwiney was a suicide, bring- 
ing In a verdict that "The deceased 
died front heart failure due to a dU 
lated heart and acute delirium, follow- 
ing scurvy due to exhaustion front pro- 
longed refusal to take food.’’ The 
body was then taken to St. George’s 
cathedral in Southwark, where it luy 
in state. Thursday requiem high muss 
was said and then a tremendous 
throng of Irish and their sympathizers 
accompanied the casket to Euston sta- 
tion, whence It was taken to Cork. In 
that city arrangements were made for 
tlie final ceremonies on Sunday, and 
there was a great deal of uneasiness 
over what might nccur. The authori- 
ties placed no limit on the size of the 
procession, forbidding only military 
formations. The people of Cork were 
snld to be in sullen and threatening 
mood. 

The Irish sympathizers In the Uni- 
ted States are not letting up any in 
their activities. The other day n dele- 
gation of them, headed by Frank I*. 
Walsh, presented to Secretary of State 
Colby arguments fnvoring the recogni- 
tion of the “new republic of Ireland." 
Mr. Colby listened without comment, 
but cautioned Mr. Walsh, when refer- 
ence was made to Eatnonn de Valera 
us "president" of Ireland, that as sec- 
retary of state he could hear them 
only on the understanding that they 
were there ns Amerlcun citizens and 
not as representatives of officials of 
the Irish people. 

“We demand recognition, not ns a 
favor,” snld Mr. Walsh, “hut ns a 
right. The Irish republic is now* estab- 
lished ns a de Jure nnd de fueto gov- 
ernment. Its stability nnd representa- 
tive character are nttested by the in- 
dorsement of the ballots of 5K1 per cent 
of the Irish people. The courts of the 
Irish republic are functioning dally 
nnd their decisions are respected by 
the entire population." 

Though not so important nn event 
ns it would have been before the 
World war, the dentil of the king of 
Greece may lend to developments of 
some moment In that country. Alex- 
ander died on Monday as t he result of 
n monkey bite. The stnte council ut 
once decided that the throne should he 
offered to his younger brother, Prince 
Paul, hut stipulated that If lie accept- 
ed former King Constantine must for- 
mally renounce ids claim to t he crown. 
Paul let It la* known t hat his decision 
must be made by ids father. There 
is a chance that if lie declines the 
throne will lie offered to Prince Chris- 
topher, Constantine's brother, who 
early in the year married Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Leeds, an Amerlcun. Still 
more likely, however, is the establish- 
ment of a republic, probably with Pre- 
mier Vcidzelos as its first president. 

Tiie expected concerted movement 
of the Beds against Baron Wrangel in 
southern Russia lias not developed 
very rapidly, possibly because the Iiol- j 
shevikl are too mucli occupied in com- 
bating revolts within the territory J 
which they control. The latest of these , 
outbreaks are reported to he in the | 
regions of Odessa. Kherson and I’odo- t 
iia. That the situation In the Moscow j 
district is serious for the soviet gov- | 
eminent is ludicated by the fact tiiat 
DzersJiuski, president of the extraor- ! 
dinary executive committee, lias t»eeu I 
appointed commander in chief of all i 
the troops there. He is the most bru- j 
tal of all the Bolshevist leaders and is j 
considered responsible for much of the 
Bed terrorism uml for many murders. ! 

Meanwhile Wrangel continues to lu- ; 
filet defeats on his adversaries and to '• 
capture prisoners and material ,* and ; 
he does not seem to have lost any ■ 
ground to the Beds. 

The all-Bussiuu soviet has ratified 
the peace treaty with Poland, and has ! 
given the Poles more territory than 
they asked at first, tn return for a 
pledge not to help Wrangel. 

Being informed by their military | 
missions lu Lithuania that large bod- | 
ies of well equipped German troops j 
were crossing into that country from 
EAst Prussia and concentrating In the 
Ivovco region, the allies protested to 
Berlin, tut the German foreign office 
replied that it was powerless to pre- 
vent the movement. It waa supposed 
the German* we** preparing to assist 


the Lithuanians in nn offensive 
against the Poles. The plan, appar- 
ently, Is first to drive Zcllgouskl out «»f 
Vllnn nnd then sweep southward to 
Suwnlki, Grodno nnd the Ossowlecs 
fortress. Tin* mutter of Vilnu was re- 
ferred to a plebiscite by the council 
of the League of Nations. 

Lnst Tuesday the council adopted 
the plan for u permanent court of In- 
ternational justice recommended by 
The Hague committee of Jurists, with 
the exception of the provision for 
obligatory jurisdiction. The plan was 
in large measure the work of Eliliu 
Boot. Tlie council closed its session 
Thursday. 

Some of the farmers of Kansas, 
Oklahoma, Nebraska and the North- 
western states began last week their 
“strike” against the low price of 
wheat on the Chicago hoard of trade. 
Following the Instructions of their or- 
ganization lenders, they are withhold- 
ing their wheat from tlie market, ami 
tlie effect of decreased receipts began 
to lie felt at once. In tlie vicinity of 
Wichita, Kan., farmers picketed the 
roads, urging those on their wuy to tlie 
elevators to turn back. 

Tlie wheat raisers of Iowa were 
urged to tuke part in tlie “strike” by 
B. A. Cunningham, secretary of the 
state farm bureau, who said tlie Iowa 
wheat crop cost $1-88 a- bushel to har- 
vest and the oats crop cost 75 cents a 
bushel. He blamed manipulation for 
the recent sharp declines in prices of 
grain. "There is no Justification for 
tlie tremendous break in the market," 
lie snid. “We believe n react Uwi npist 
come. We urge every farmer to w ith- 
hold ills commodities. 

“Tlie situation cannot become more 
serious nnd a further decline cun do 
nothing more than to add to the seri- 
ousness of tlie situation. On the other 
hand, a reasonable react Ion would 
probably avoid financial ruin.” 

The farmers are asked by Mr. Cun- 
ningham to buy nothing hut essentials. 
Farmers complain that they have to 
pay high rates to borrow money to 
handle the buinpet crops. 

Meanwhile Canadian wheat, which 
Is coming into tlie United States duty 
free for milling purposes, is being 
bought in large quantities by mills and 
exporters* in tills country. The duty on 
Canadian wheat was taken off by Pres- 
ident Wilson at tlie suggestion of 
Wheat Director J. II. Barnes in tlie 
effort to reduce tlie cost of living. It 
was expected tliut in lids wuy our 
millers would be enabled to lower the 
price of Hour; tlie effect was limited, 
however. 

For tlie first time since lie was 
taken ill more than n year ago Presi- 
dent Wilson delivered u speech on 
Wednesday.

Instead of being a threat of war, 
he said luter, article 10 is “an assur- 
ance of tlie concert of all the free peo- 
ples of tlie world in the future, as In 
tlie recent pust, to Bet* justice done 
and humanity protected and vindicat- 
ed. Tills Is the true, tlie real Ameri- 
canism. This is the role of leadership 
and championship of the right which 
the leaders of the republic intended 
that it should pluy. The so-called 
Americanism which we hear so much 
prating about now is spurious and in- 
vented for party purposes only.”

IF HARD, PERMIT IS NEEDED 


Then It Is Classed as An Intoxicating 

Drink— What to Do If You Buy It 

Sweet and It Ferments Beyond the 

Volstead Limit. 

By JAMES P. HORNADAY. 

Washington. — "Watch your chief," Is 
a caution put out by the Internal rev- 
cmie bureau, tin* branch of the fed- 
eral government responsible for tin* 
enfi.iTomeiit of the prohibition legisla- 
tion. "For the benefit of all con- 
cerned," the bureau lias issued tlie fol- 
lowing Instructions : 

“Section I of Title II. of the nation- 
al prohibition act defines ‘intoxicating 
liquor,’ and the definition is held to i.i- 
cl'.tde hard or fermented cider contain- 
ing half of 1 per cent or more of al- 
cohol hy volume. Any person desiring 
lo manufacture such lull'd or ferment- 
ed eider for conversion into vinegar 
or for any other legal nonheveragt* 
purpose is required to qualify hy giv- 
ing hum) and procuring a permit. Such 
liard or fermented cider may lit* sold 
only in quantities of live wine gallons 
or more hy one qualified permittee to 
unoflier permittee pursuant to permit 
to purchase. Full instructions for t lu* 
procurement and shipment of such 
Intoxicating liquor under permit to 
purchase will lie found in urtiele 8 of 
regulations (10. 

“it is illegal lo possess, except in 
the home, cider containing one-half of 
1 per cent or more alcohol hy volume 
without a permit. If a person pur- 
chases elder for commercial list* con- 
taining less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of alcohol hy volume, and such cider 
later develops a greater alcoholic con- 
ten than permitted hy law, the person 
so possessing sticli elder in good faith 
may apply for a permit to dispose of 
the same to another permittee, us 
above provided. 

Alcohol Mustn’t Increase. 

"Where the alcoholic content of 
sweet cider is kept at i ll times below 
otie-lmlf of 1 per cent hy volume, tin; 
manufacturer or vendor is not required 
to give bom or secure n permit either 
to ship or s, i. Such sweet cider, how- 
ever, should he sterilized or preserved 
nnd he put up in sterilized glass bot- 
tles or other similar dosed containers 
to insure the alcoholic content remain- 
ing less than one-half of 1 per cent by 
volume until consumption. Cider con- 
taining lows than one-lmlf of 1 per cent 
of alcohol by volume put up in closed 
containers hy tin* manufacturer for 
sale ns a soft drink is subject to a tax 
of 10 per cent of the sales price under 
section (52S of the revenue act of 11)18." 

Manufacturers wlm sell sweet cider 
In hulk containers such as barrels for 
use as a soft drink must pay the tax 
thereon and are lidd responsible for 
preserving and marketing it In such 
manner as will insure the alcoholic 
content remaining less than one-half 
of 1 per cent by volume until .on- 
siimed. If the elder Is found upon t In* 
market containing one-half of 1 per 
cent nr more of alcohol by volume, 
(lie burden of proof is upon tin* manu- 
facturer to show that such liquid con- 
tained less than one-half of 1 per cent 
of alcohol by volume at tin* time it was 
manufactured or sold by Idm, or with- 
drawn from the place manufactured. 

Rules for Sweit Cider. 

As to sweet eider, the bureau says: 

"Sweet apple elder containing less 
than one-lmlf of 1 per cent of alcohol 
hy volume may lx* sold in hulk con- 
tainers, such as barrels, for use in the 
muiiufucture of vinegar or apple but- 
ler, without payment of lax thereon, 
hut the vendee must furnish a written 
order showing tin* kind and quantity 
to la* furnished and that tin* alcoholic 
content is to he less than one-half of 
1 |K*r cent hy volume, and t lit* names 
and addresses of tin* vendee and ven- 
dor, re.-pc lively. These orders must 
la* permanently filed hy the vendor iu 
alpiiahetieal order and la* open tq In- 
spection hy Internal revenue and pro- 
hibition officers. A label showing the 
same data as the order must lie af- 
fixed to emit container. The entries 
covering such sales on tin* records re- 
quired to he kept and tin* returns to 
la* made, if any, hy regulations '2 and 
53. respectively, pertaining to soft 
'Irinka should lie in red ink.” 

Swi*et elder direct from the press 
may la* sold to customers by tin* glass 
or In other open containers without 
payment of sales tax, provided It is not 
mixed or compounded with any other 
ingredient ami is sold for consumption 
at the place of business of seller or in 
proximity to such place of business. 
Farmers and oilier persons, ww limit 
obtaining permit or giving bond, may 
take fre.-li apples or oilier fresh fruit 
to u commercial mill for tlie pui-|M>sc 
of having the juice expressed there 
from, uml such fresh juice of tlie fruit 
containing less than one-half of 1 per 
cent of alcohol l>y volume may be re- 
moved for use iu the home exclusively. 

Dried fruits, such us raisins, may 
not legally l»* used lu (lie manufacture 
of such uonlntoxicatlng fruit Juices ex- 
clusively for use in tlie home.

The District commlsslor.ership to 
which Miss Maliel Ronrdmnn was re- 
cently appointed, will, it is generally 
predi'eted, offer a genuine opportun- 
ity to lest (lie ability of a woman to 
administer the affairs of an important 
office. The district is governed hy a 
hoard of three commissioners, two of 
whom are appointed from civil iife hy 
the President and one of, whom is de- 
tailed from the army. 

Governing Capital Big Task. 

Governing the capital of the nation 
is no unimportant task. The District 
of Columbia and the city o' Washing- 
ton, in a very real sense, belong lo 
the people of the whole country, and 
so it Is Hint the government of tlu* 
District is subject to a considerable 
extent to the* scrutiny of the whole 
people through their representatives 
in congress. 

.Miss lhiardmaii brings to the office 
to which she has been appointed years 
of experience as an administrative of- 
ficer of the American Bed Cross.

For Disabled Women, Also. 

Any woman, no matter vvliat her 
work In life, may receive training 
for a new occupation, if she be- 
comes incapacitated for carrying on | 
her former occupation. She has only j 
to apply to the state hoard for voeu- I 
tional education in stales which are 
co-operating with tin* federal govern- 
ment. The stale hoards administer the , 
terms of tlu* industrial rclmhilftathm j 
act, hut they must submit plans annu- j 
ally for llie approval of the federal 
hoard at Washington. 

“The interesting question Is,” said j 
Lewis 11. (’arris, assistant director for 
Industrial rehabilitation, federal hoard 
for vocational education, "how many 
women will need rehabilitation? Tlie 
law applies to all persons, men and 
women, whether working for a wage 
or not, who need to lit* returned in a 
useful occupation. It applies to wom- 
en iu tlie hazardous occupations of In- l 
tlustry. It also applies to women in I 
tlie home." 

The 11)10 census showed more than I 
25,000,000 women not engaged In wage- | 
earning, hut probably busy In tiielr 
own homos. A woman accustomed to 
doing her own cooking, sweeping and 
washing' may Injure her hack so tliut I 
she cannot continue such heavy work, j 
She may then receive training In some ! 
trade which requires only the use of 
her bauds and earn tli money to pay j 
somebody else to do her housework. 

Tin* statlstleluus dealing wit Ii lids 
subject classify accidents as industrial, 
or those arising out of Industry or em- 
ployment ; home, or those occurring iu 
and around the home; ami public or J 
those met in public places. They 
roughly estimate that one-half of all 
fatal accident* are public accidents; 
one-fourth. Industrial and one-fourth 
in the home, and say that of the 45,000 
accidental deaths in tin* United States 
annually only one-fourth are lemules. 

Accident Insurance and workmen's 
compensation experience show that 
there are approximately 125 noiifutul 
hut more or less disabling injuries to 
every fatal injury, it seems possible 
that women suffer as many accidents 
in the home us mci:. '1 hey would prob* 
ahly suffer fewer accidents iu public 
place* because they travel ubout less. 
Women in industry are a tremendous- 
ly increasing number. 

Mrs. Anna Lulor Burdick, agent of 
the federal hoard for vocational train- 
ing for girls and women, says in her 
HilU-liOO annual report tliut toduy 
there are approximately 2.400, (JOB 
women engaged iu meeljauical and 
manufacturing pursuits. The report 
states further that the increase in the 
number of women workers in the dif- 
ferent industries since Iff 10 is reported 
us follows : iron and steel, 40 per cent ; 
automobile. 300 per cent; Instrument 
making. 200 per cent; wood work lug, 
i 100 per cent.

An express bound from Boston to 
Newport narrowly escaped being 
wrecked at a joint on tho New Ilavan 
railroad just south of Sandy Beach, 
Mass., when it collided with a rail 
that had been placed on the track. 
(Prompt work by the engineer brought 
the train to a standstill soon after It 
had crashed into and pushed the rail 
forward for several feet. 

The body of Eno Renaldlnl, of New 
Britain, Conn., was found at the steer- 
ing wheel of his automobile on the 
outskirts of the city, bearing throe 
bullet wounds and with a revolver 
clutched in tlhe right hand. According 
to the police, the revolver was placed 
in Renaldini’s hand after he had been 
shot and robbed. No one who heard 
any shots has been found. 

More than 1040 girls were helped 
during the year Just closed by the 
Boston Society for the Care of Girls, 
according to the report read at the 
annual meeting by Miss Mabelle B. 
Blake, general secretary of the or- 
ganization. Miss Blake stated that In 
the period from Oct. 15. 1919, to Oct. 
15, 1920, more than $50,000 had been 
spent by the society in looking after 
Greater Boston girls. 

Paper suits, overcoats, collars, cuffs 
and raincoats arrived in Boston re- 
cently and were placed on exhibition 
in room 1801 of the Custom House by 
the district office of the bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce. The 
display was designed to acquaint tlhe 
public with the kind and quality of 
goods that are being manufactured in 
Germany and Austria and sold In 
several European countries.

LARGE INFLUENCE OF MALES 


Selection of Roosters Increase Egg 
Production Is Urged by Poultry 
Specialists. 


Although poultry experts have long 
advocated culling non-producing hens, 
poultry workers at the College of 
Agriculture at Ithaca now advise the 
selection of roosters to Increase egg 
production, according to an article In 
the Cornell Countrymen. From ex- 
periments extending bnck for more

than a year, it has boon demonstrated 
tlint it is possible to determine from 
appearances the males which are most 
likely to produce the best-paying 
hens. 

The difference In the appearance of 
males is comparable to the difference 
In the rate of growth and the Intensity 
with which hens lay, according to the 
college. Some hens can lay an egg 
once In every 24 hours; others are not 
able to produce an egg oftener than 
once in 48 hours, although both have 
the same care and feed. If one hen 
can lay faster thnn another, It indi- 
cates that she can digest large amounts 
of feed quickly. The experiments at 
tills point determine also tho value of 
males as foundations of high-produc- 
ing Hocks. 

The Cornell workers measured 
several lots of males a year ago, and 
by observing the records of the off- 
spring, they suy that they con tell 
from the appenrance of the rooster 
whether hiu daughters will lie good 
layers. Members of the college staff 
think the results of these experiments 
will have as much value In developing 
efficient poultry flocks ns the originnl 
discovery that It was possible to de- 
termine by appearance which hens 
were laying. 

A rooster to father egg-laying off- 
spring should grow rapidly and ma- 
ture quickly. He should appear deep 
bodied and short legged, full In breast 
and abdomen with a flat, wide bnck. 
Ills head should he moderately short, 
set on a large full neck, and with 
prominent eyes. A good male for 
breeding Is friendly, courageous and 
proud of himself, calling attention to 
his pride by frequent crowing.

Meets for Canning Must Be Handled In as Cleanly Way as Possible. 


Before country housewives learned 
how to can mont, their families ate 
“fresh" nt butchering time until they 
were surfeited. The rest whs then 
salted, cured, or smoked, and except a 
few chickens nnd a little fresh meat 
bought In the summer It was what the 
family ate until the next butchering 
aensun. Home meat canning, as advo- 
cated by the United States department 
of agriculture, hns changed this condi- 
tion. Those housekeepers who put In- 
to cans the surplus fresh meat at 
butchering time are enabled to distrib- 
ute It over 12 months. Canning Is 
equnlly valuable for use with surplus 
chickens. It Is hotter economy to can 
tlie cockerels nnd surplus pullets when 
they reach muturity than It la to faed 
them all winter. 

Meat Canning Popular. 

Canning ment In some sections of the 
country hns become almost as common 
a practice ns cnnnlng fruits Hnd vege- 
tables. The housewife finds thnt a 
can of meat, which requires only re- 
heating to be ready to serve. Is a great 
convenience when company arrives un- 
expectedly or on hot summer days 
when the heat of the stove for a long 
period becomes almost Intolerable. 
Canned ment also mnkes possible a 
more varied diet nnd lessens the coun- 
try family's dependence upon cured, 
salted nnd smoked ment, the constant 
and exclusive use of which means 
monotony and less wholesomeness. 

Sound Meat and Cleanliness. 

The essential thing In meat cnnnlng 
la care — care that the meat Is untaint- 
ed, care In scrupulous cleanliness, and 
utmost care In following directions. 

For canning of meats a steam-pres- 
aurc canner la recommended. It should 
be able to develop at leaBt 250 degrees 
of heat, or 15 pounds of steam pres- 
sure. If tin cans are used they should 
be packed to within one-half Inch from 
the top, he properly exhausted and 
sealed. Glass Jars may be filled to 
within one-half Inch, the edge wiped 
clean, rubber ring placed In position, 
top put on and springs adjusted but 
not tightened ; screw tops turned only 
a little more than halfway airtight. 

Put the Jars on the rack above water 
In the bottom of the canner. Leave 
the pet cock open until live steam la 
escaping, then close It and count time 
from the moment the required pres- 
sure Is peached, which for meats 
should he 15 pounds, corresponding to 
250 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Meats are ready for preparation for 
the canner as soon as the animal heat 
bas disappeared. For home canning 
the meats should he cooked first — 
fried, boiled, roasted, baked or stewed 
— Just ae would be done for immediate 


service. Tills preserves not only the 
ment, but the home-cooked flavor as 
well. 

Every Bit of Beef Useful. 

Select the meat Intended for roast- 
ing, slice thnt wanted for steak, nnd 
thnt which Is not suitable for either 
roast or steak can be utilized for gou- 
lash or stew, or can be chopped Into 
sausage meat, formed Into little cakes, 
fried and ennned In thnt form. The 
ment left clinging to the hones may 
be utilized when the bones are boiled 
for soup stock. It Is well to cut the 
bones at several places for this pur- 
pose. 

For the ronst beef, select the piece 
of meat wnnted, trim nnd wipe It with 
a damp cloth, heat some grease In a 
roasting pnn, put In the ment nnd sear 
quickly, turning It so the sides nre 
seared. As soon as well seared, sprin- 
kle with snlt and pepper to taste, add 
some water to the grease In the roast- 
ing pnn, haste frequently and ronst un- 
til nicely brown. Cook until the meat 
Is done. It shoudd not be red In cen- 
ter, but It need not be entirely tender. 
Slice tlie ment nnd pack In the cans to 
wltldn one-half Inch of the top, add 
the gravy from the roasting pan with 
boiling water until It partially covers 
the meat. Leave nt lenst one-fourth 
Inch space between the liquid and the 
top of can. Pnrtinlly seal glass Jars, 
seal tin enns and process In steam 
pressure cooker one hour at 15 pounds 
pressure. 

To can beefsteak, sear quickly the 
sliced steak on both sides. When It Is 
nicely browned pack It In the cans, fill 
the Jars to within one-half Inch of the 
top with hot gravy made from the pan 
grease, with hot water added. Process 
In the steam-pressure cooker one hour 
of 15 pounds pressure. Seal the glass 
Jars Immediately on removal from the 
cooker. 

Same Method for Pork. 

Pork Is ennned In the same way as 
beef. Sultable-slzed pieces nre baked 
or fried, packed In Jars with meat 
stock or boiling water to within one- 
quarter Inch of the top, and the Jar Is 
processed one hour at 15 pounds pres- 
sure In a pressure cooker. Sparerlbs 
sawed and cut Into suitable pieces, 
fried or baked until slightly done, are 
excellent if canned, as Is sausage 
shaped Into cakes, fried, packed, and 
covered with a liquid made of part fat 
and part water. 

The time tables given In the fore- 
going directions are for one quart jars. 
The time required for processing pint 
Jars la ten minutes less, and for two- 
quart jars 15 minutes more than the 
time given for quart Jars.

DONNED THE BLUE CHAPEAU I LEGION MEN ON STRIKE DUTY 


Ex-Service Boys Aided In Maintaining 
Order in Recent Disturbance at 
Denver, Colo. 


Members of Legion Secret Order Were 
Conspicuous at the Recent 
Cleveland Convention. 


American Legion men have ngnln 
played a pnrt In maintaining law and 
order during a strike, without taking 
part In the controversy. During the 
disturbance In Denver which accom- 
panied the tramway walkout, Legion- 
naires extended their assistance In 
directing traffic, patrolling the resi- 
dence district nnd doing general 
guard duty. In the course of this 
service one I>>gIonnnlre was atttacked 
by thugs nnd badly benten. 

The Legionnaires were mobilized for 
duty Immediately following receipt of 
an appeal from Governor Slump. A 
statement wns Issued declaring thnt 
the Legionnaires “will he used In no 
capacity except the maintenance of 
law nnd order in the community, nnd 
not In any manner bearing upon the 
controversy between the tramwuy com- 
pany nnd Its employees." 

That this decision was adhered to Is 
Indicated In editorial comment by Den- 
ver newspapers which complimented 
the veterans on their usefulness. "The 
American Legion made It perfectly 
clear thnt It was out for the purpose 
of maintaining law nnd order,” said 
one paper, while another asserted that 
"Denver owes him (the Legion man) 
an everlasting debt of gratitude.” 

A number of persons were killed and 
Injured In riots during the strike.

In 1c* chesta food Is chilled by arti- 
ficially cold air; naturally cold sir can 
also be used In many ways for tha 
preservation of food. A simple way of 
keeping food cold, especially In winter, 
la by means of a window box. The 
most convenient kind fits on the win- 
dow ledge close up to the window, 
preferably on tlie north side of the 
house. It should be dust and fly proof 
and some arrangement for ventilation 
should be made. 

The air in the cellar is cool and la 
utilized by many people for cooling 
food. A shaft made of wood or wood 
and plaster and extending from the 
cellar through the roof is u device for 
utilizing the cool air of the cellar, 
which is particularly adapted to a 
cool, dry climate. Wire or |ierforut- 
ed shelves are fitted into the shaft 
at convenient heights where it passes 
through the kitchen or pautry. In 
front of the shelves should he placed a 
door opening from the shaft. As the 
sir la the upper part of the shaft 
grows warmer, the cool air from the 
cellar la drawn up. this constant up- 
ward movement of cool air cooling the 
food on the shelves. Where there Is 
no suitable cellar the shaft may open 
through the wall of the houag Just 
above the ground. Both ends of the 
shaft should be screened — Called.

Russian Salad Dressing. — Mix to- 
gether one-fourth of a cupful of olive 
oil, one tenspoonful of vinegar, ono- 
fourth tenspoonful each of mustard 
and salt, one-lmlf tenspoonful of pap- 
rika nnd one-fourth cupful of chill 
sauce; then gradually, using the egg 
beater, add one-half cupful of mayon- 
naise dressing. 

Pot-Roasted Pork Chops. — Choose 
chops with only a medium amount of 
fat nnd somewhat thicker than usual. 
After browning the chops on oncli side 
in a frying pan, add an onion cut line 
nnd pepper and salt. Cover with wn- 
ter and let simmer on the bnck of the 
stove for an hour nnd n half. Add a 
little flour to thicken the gravy, and 
serve. The flour if added while the 
chops arc browning, will be of hotter 
llnvor. 

Pecan Sausages. — Mix together 
three-fourths of a cupful of hot cooked 
cream of wheat, one-fourth of a cup- 
ful of (inely crushed pecan meats, half 
a tenspoonful each of powdered thyme 
nnd sage; mix all thoroughly, then add 
one egg beaten light and form Into 
shape to resemble link sausages. 
Place In a pan well gronsed, nnd hake 
twenty minutes. Serve with bananas 
out In halves nnd then In quarters 
crosswise, rolled In flour nnd fried on 
both sides In hot fat. Serve with a 
cupful of tomato or crenin sauce.

Wild rice Is obtained In abundance 
In many of our states nnd those who 
have been treated to this wholesome 
cereal like It very much. It is very 
similar to the tame rice except It Is 
not polished, which leaves the food 
value (which In the tame rice Is pol- 
ished away) that Is so Important In the 
growth and health of the young. 

Rice With Meat. — 'llike two cupfuls 
of boiled rice, one cupful of chopped 
fresh meat, browned In n tnblespoon- 
ful of sweet fat; remove the meat, add 
a small onion finely minced, a tea- 
spoonful of minced parsley or half of 
a small g»een pepper cooked In the 
same fat. Place a layer of the cooked 
rice In a baking dish, cover with a lay- 
er of the meat, season well, add some 
of the onion and pepper. Repeat un- 
til the rice and meat are used, cover 
with one cupful of tomuto and bake 
slowly for an hour. 

Baked Rice and Codfish. — Tuke one 
and one-half cupfuls of well-washed 
rice, one cupful of water and four 
cupfuls of milk. Add the water und 
the milk gradually to the rice while 
cooking and cook hulf an hour. Re- 
move from the stove und udd one cup- 
ful of rich milk, two well-beaten eggs 
and three cupfuls of shredded codfish, 
pepper and salt to taste. Buke iu a 
moderate oven forty-five minutes. 
Serve with drawn butter sauce. 

Baked Rice Pqdding. — Take one- 
quurter of a cupful of well- washed 
rice, one cupful of milk, sugar and 
nutmeg or ciunamou to taste, one-half 
cupful or less of raisins. Buke in 
slow oven, stirring occasionally dur- 
ing the first hour of baking, for three 
hours.

Now, the real reason for the loss of 
powes Is that owing to the rarefying 
effect of the altitude, the piston can 
only suck In a smaller amount of air 
which will only carry with It a small- 
er amount of gasoline, and so will 
only produce a more feeble explosion. 
Of course, the volume of air taken In 
on the suction stroke Is Just the same 
whatever the altitude, but its weight 
Is less in proportion us the nltitude 
Increases and the ratio for best com- 
bustion Is between the weight of the 
fuel and the weight of the air neces-

In the Interest 
of commou decency L interfered aud 
won a sweeping victory, but to my 
amazement the prospective corpse took 
to bis heels aud advised me to do the 
same ” 

Ricardo Ruey sprang for John

It's 
been n matter of pride with tbe house 
of Ruey to keep tbe breed pure, but 
despite nil precautions, the family tree 
has been grafted once with a Scotch 
thistle, twice with tbe Illy of France, 
nnd once with the shamrock of Ire- 
land.

II© 
trusted one I’ahlo Snrros, an educated 
peon* who had commanded the gov- 
ernment forces under the regime my 
father overthrew. My tender-hearted 
parent discovered that Sarros was 
plotting to overthrow him; but Instead 
of having him shot, he merely removed 
him from command. Sarros gathered 
a handful of bandits. Joined the old 
government forces my father had con- 
quered, hired u couple dozen Yankee 
artillerymen and — lie won out. My 
father was captured and executed; tho 
ipnlnce was burned, and my sister per- 
ished in tlie flames. I'm here to pay 
off the score.” 

"A worthy ambition ! So you organ- 
ized the revolutionary Junta in New 
Orleans, eh?" 

Ricardo nodded. “Word of It reached 
Sarros, and he sent his brother Raoul, 
chief of tlie Intelligence bureau, to in- 
vestigate and report. As fast as he 
reported, Colonel Carnveo reported to 
me.

Farm Letter 

GARDEN HINTS 

Gardening operations for this year 
are mostly over, but the finishing 
touches may be given your letnalning 
crops as soon as possible. 

If squashes are still out in the open, 
they should be under cover without 
delay, although cabbage, turnips, cel- 
ery and other root crops can remain 
out until about Nov. 10. By th|U 
time endeavor to have everything in- 
side with the exception of rarsnips, 
and those well go the entire winter 
und be benefited by it. 

Give the strawberry bed anothet 
good hoeing, and then ns soon as the 
ground freezes sufficiently to bear a 
team, covctr with leaves, straw, 
meadow hay, or anything you can get. 
This will make a big difference in the 
size of the crop next spring, so don't 
underate It, or worse still, neglect It 
altogether. 

I am afraid some of you who read 
this column did not heed my request 
and plant a good strawberry bed. If 
you did not. and had the space, you 
will regret it. Give the good wife and 
the kids something to look forward to, 
even if it costs you a little effort. 
You owe it to them. 

Cover the asparagus bed with a 
heavy coat of manure, but before you 
qpply it hoe or spade the bed, and in 
this manner you will kill all the weeds, 
and then again In the spring spade 
it over again. 

This la necessary if you want to 
grow^ good asparagus, and what 1 
have written in regard to the aspara- 
gus bed will apply to rhubarb as well. 
If you have any grape vines, you ought 
to give them the very best care and 
attention possible. Grape vines are 
very scarce now, and the price is 
very high, fully four times as touch as 
l* was prior to the war. Various 
reasons ure given for this high price 
such as scarcity of nursery stock etc., 
hut I am inclined to think the 18th 
amendment has a good deal to do 
with it. 

If you grow currants, and have 
neglected them, why spade the ground 
where you grow them aud leave it 
until spring. This will kill a good 
many cut worms, grubs and other 
pests too numerous to mention. Then 
in the spring give them a liberal sup- 
ply of manure, spray them as soon us 
the currant worm appears and you witr 
surely be rewarded with a big crop. 
Of all the small fruits, this is the one 
most terribly neglected, but it re- 
sponds quickly to good care aud atten- 
tion. 

If you have given your apple trees 
the proper care, you wJU soon have to 
commence picking the fruit, but if 
you have neglected to Bpray the trees 
then you won’t have to worry muen 
about gathering the fruit, as there 
won’t he much to gather. 

1 always try to impress it on the 
readers of this column how Important 
It is to thoroughly sprny every tree, 
because without it you cannot pro- 
duce good fruit. 

1 know in April and May it seems 
a long time to wait until fall before 
you get results, and with your garden 
work pressing, its easy to neglect 
until you have a little more lime, but 
never forget that unless you spray 
your trees at the proper time you 
might just as well not spray them at 
all. I huve told you so many times 
in this column just when the proper 
time is that I feel It Is unnecessary 
to repeat It again. 

If your garden work is now about 
completed, you will have a lit'le more 
time to devote to poultry, and its none 
too early now to look over the birds 
thoroughly uud see tl'.e ones that you 
are planning on to produce the winter 
eggs. 

In a recent article I went into this 
subject carefully, so you probably is 
member what 1 have written now that 
1 have called your attention to It, 
and if you preserve the papers ti 
might be well to read the whole thing 
over again in case you had forgotten 
it. 

Did you notice at the Fair ihis year 
what a good collection of vegetable* 
were in the hall. Is was away ahead 
of Marshfield. Both the quantity and 
the quality were excelled. I don't 
remember when there was a better 
display. 

Of course Miss Brasslls exhibition 
of the children s gardens Vas fully up 
to last year's standard, tf not a little 
better, and that is saying a good deal. 

Next year those that tried this year 
can grow a few more, and in this way 
keep the vegetable exhibition up to a 
high standard.

The 
executive of the miners declared It 
off under the terms agreed upon with 
the government and ordered the men 
buck to work Immediately. The miners 
had declared against the acceptance 
of the terms by a majority of 8,459, 
but this wus far short of the two- 
thirds mujorlty necessary to permit 
the issuance of a strike order and the 
leaders ruled It wus not enough there- 
fore, to continue the strike. 


The Irish, Labor Liberals and young 
torles in the British house of commons 
made another attempt to force u par- 
liamentary Inquiry Into the reprisals 
In Irelund, but were ugalu defeuted by 
the government forces. There were.

Sir Humur also told the 
house thut nine Irish constables bad 
Just been arrested In connection with 
the reprisals, two of them being 
charged with murder. The most seri- 
ous black and tan reprisals lately 
were In Tralee and Grunard, where 
damages estimated at $5,000,000 were 
caused by the raiders. Ballymote, 
County Sligo, also, was almost entire- 
ly ruined by crown forces.

Sprinkle n layer of these cubes In a 
salad bowl and cover with French 
dressing, using three tnblespoonfuls of 
oil to one of vinegar: add very thin 
slices of Spanish onion, ripe tomatoes, 
and cucumbers; pour on more dress- 
ing, add some shredded red peppers 
ami nnother layer of bread cubes and 
vegetables. Finish with, cubes of bread 
over the top. 

Molded Custard.— Soften one-fourth 
of a package of gelatine In one-fourth 
of n cupful of cold milk. Make n soft 
custard with three egg yolks, onc- 
thlrd of a cupful of sugar and half a 
tenspoonfnl of salt. Add flip softened 
gelatine, stir until dissolved nnd let 
cool ; add half a tenspoonfnl of vnn- 
llln extract nnd strain Into a mold. 

Caramel Marshmallow Parfait. — 
Cut twenty marshmallows into four 
pieces each ; add one-third of a cupful 
of maraschino cherries cut Into thin 
slices; pour over them four table- 
spoonfuls of maraschino sirup nnd let 
stnnd an hour or longer. Cook two- 
thirds of a cupful of sugar to n cara- 
mel. Add two-thirds of a cupful of 
wnter, cover and cook until a sirup 
Is formed ; uncover nnd cook until re- 
duced to one cupful ; add two tnble- 
spoonfuls of sugar, nnd when dissolved 
pour the whole In n fine stream, beat- 
ing constantly meanwhile, on the 
white of a stiffly beaten egg; beat oc- 
casionally until cold ; fold In the 
marshmallows nnd cherries nnd one 
and one-lmlf cupfuls of cream beaten 
stiff. Turn Into a three-pint . melon 
mold ; cover with paper nnd press the 
cover In place over the paper, which 
should extend on all sides. Pack In 
Ice nnd salt, equal mensures, and let 
stnnd three hours. 

Dutch Rice Pudding. — Mix one cup- 
ful of rice In two cupfuls of milk, add 
one tnblespoonfu! of butter, the yolks 
of four eggs, the Juice of half a lemon, 
one cupful of sugar, nutmeg to taste, 
half a cupful of chopped raisins, half 
a cupful of nuts nnd the whites of the 
eggs beaten stiff and folded In. Bake 
In a well-buttered pudding dish until 
well done. Serve cold.

Wedding Cake. — Take one pound of 
butter, one pound of sugur, twelve 
eggs, one pound of flour, two teutqtoon- 
fuls of cinnamon, three-quarters of n 
teaspoonful each of nutmeg, allspice 
and niuee, one-half teuspoouful of 
clove, three pounds of raisins, seeded 
and cut in piece#, one pound of cur- 
rants, one pound of citron, thinly 
sliced and cut In strips, one pound of 
figs, finely chopped, three tablespoon- 
fuls of vanilla, two tahlespoonfuls of 
lemon Juice. Cream the butter, mid 
ttie sugar gradually and beat thor- 
oughly. Separate the yolks from the 
whites of eggs, heut the yolks until 
thick and lemon colored, the whites 
until stiff and dry and add to the first 
mixture. Add flour (excepting one- 
third of a cupful, which is reserved to 
dredge the fruit), mixed and sifted 
with the spices, vanilla nod lemon 
juice. Less vanilla tnuy he used and 
uny rich fruit substituted. Then add 
the fruit, except the citron, dredged 
with the reserved flour. Dredge the 
citron with flour aod put It lit layers 
between the cuke mixture when put- 
ting In the pan. Steuin three hours In 
deep buttered pans, well covered with 
greased paper, then bake one and one- 
half tiours In a slow oven. Cake cooked 
this way Is moist and keeps well with- 
out becoming dry or soggy. 

Cakes, if to be frosted, should 
never liuve the frostlug put on until 
the day before using. Fruit eako of 
this kind Is much better six weeks or 
even months after baking, us the 
spices and flavors have then hud time 
to flu . : the whole mixture.

Motorists are often puzzled to know 
what keeps the air In the tire. A sen- 
sitive little mechanism commonly 
called the plunger and strong enough 
to hold hack air pressure as high as 
70 to 12.'» pounds to the square Inch, 
functions here. This little valve, 
which consists <d» a plunger about an 
Inch long, a bit of spring and rubber, 
Is responsible for the well-being of the 
tire. 

It Is located Inside the valve stem, 
and seats against a treaded metal 
core. It should never he removed un- 
less absolutely necessary. When It Is 
taken out It should not be replaced un- 
less all the parts are In perfect work- 
ing order. 

Gets Out of Order. 

When Inflating a tire the motorist 
sometimes accidentally bends the wire 
plunger, throwing the valve working 
parts out of line. Sometimes It be- 
comes corroded ; sometimes dirty or 
misplaced. When thus handicapped It 
cannot perform properly Its duties of 
keeping the air In the tire. 

At the top of the valve stem Is a 
small cap which assists the valve h.v 
protecting It against the dust which 
would ordinarily* collect there. This 
<-ap ofTers also additional protection 
against air leakage, for It Is fitted with 
a rubber washer which forms an uir- 
tlght seal over the stem. 

But there Is a third device which 
assists In keeping air in a tire. A lock 
washer fits under the dust cap. down 
over the valve, and scats on the part 
of the wheel to which the spokes are 
anchored. The hexagonal nut acts as 
a seal to prevent dirt, water and other 
foreign substances from creeping past 
to ruin the Inner tube and valve base. 
Contrary to t! e usual supposition. It 
does not pre\, at the rim or tire from 
slipping on tin wheel. 

Part Are Inexpensive. 

These thrr, parts ure Inexpensive, 
and If they aie found to be worn out 
or out of order, they can easily be re- 
placed at u trifling expense. Almost 
any dealer or garage tnan will la* able 
to furnish them. Failure to have them 
examined may cost the motorist many 
dollars In tire underluflutlon. In rim 
cutting, If. bruises and In h'.ow-outs.

TRAP NEST IS VALUA3LE AID 

Enables Owner to Ascertain Just 

Which Hen* Are Laying — Requires 
Much Attention. 

The purpose of trap-nesting the flock 
Is \o ascertain which hens lay, either 
for determining what record they 
make, or for Identifying their eggs 
during the hatching season so that 
pedigree records are possible. Trap- 
nesting requires a considerable amount 
of attention, hut is a valuable aid in 
developing a flock of poultry along 
lines of breeding for egg production. 

A trap-nest Is a laying nest so ar- 
ranged that after a hen enters It she 
Is confined until released by the at- 
tendant. One trap-imet should bo pro- 
vided for each four hens kept in flocks 
of fiO or more, while more trap-nests 
are necessary in smnller flocks. The 
hens are marked wltJi numbered hands 
nnd a record Is kept of their egg pro- 
duction. The nests should he visited 
at least four times daily, and prefer- 
ably much more often, frequent trips 
tiding especially neeessnry when the 
hens nre laying freely nnd during hot 
wentlier. "• 

The trap-nest mn.v he attached to the 
underside of the dropping hoard with 
the front facing the pen, nnd arranged 
so tlint It can easily he removed, or 
It inay he placed on the walls of the 
pen. If the nest Is placed under the 
dropping board, the Intter will serve 
as a top for the nest, and the rear of 
the nest may be of wire to allow good 
ventilation In warm weather. If the 
nest Is placed on the wall, sluts or 
wire should he Inserted from the front 
of the nest to the wall at a sharp angle 
to prevent the hens from roosting on 
the nest. 

Of course, It Is essentlnl to mnke the 
nests ns attractive and cozy as possi- 
ble, and this Is accomplished by pro- 
viding them with plenty of clean lit- 
ter, as often ns a new supply of straw 
Is needed. Furthermore, In partic- 
ularly objectionable cases It pays to 
clean all the litter from the floor of

4, 5 and fl are on. the “It" will 
appear; tltese results are obtained 
by throwing the switch lever to the 
right or left. The switch lever is fas- 
tened nt A. and when thrown to the 
left, makes contact with B and C. 
By tracing out the circuit. It will be 
seen that this will light the **L." In 
the same manner, when the switch 
lever Is thrown Into contact with D 
and E, *he "It" will he lighted.

Lepidolite, Spodumene and Amblygo- 
nite Are Minerals of Consider- 
able Use in the World. 

If the casual reader ran across the 
words lepidolite und umblygonlte In a 
theological paper he might mistake 
them for the names of tribes of the 
Philistines; if he found them In a 
paper on fossil skeletons he might sup- 
pose they meant some kinds of ar- 
mored reptiles that ranged the swamps 
of the cretaceous period. A compan- 
ion word, spodumene, though it etuis 
with “tnene,” would menu nothing to 
him. 

Lepidolite, amblygonlte and spodu- 
mene are the names of the most abun- 
dant lithium minerals — minerals that 
are used us sources of the salts of 
lithium, one of the • hemlcal elements. 

Lithium suggests a mineral water or 
salts used for the treatment of rheu- 
matism. But that Is another story. A 
large percentage of the lithium min- 
erals milted is made Into lithium fur 
use in storage butteries of a certain 
type. 

Lithium suits and lepidolite are 
added to glass “batches" to reduce the 
viscosity of the melted glass — that is, 
to muke It flow more freely. Lithium 
chloride bus been used to some extent 
lu fireworks and signal lights, to which 
It Imparts an intense red color. 

Most of the lepidolite mined in the 
United Stutes Is taken from a deposit 
ttear Palu. San Diego county, Cut., and 
most of the uuiblygonite is mined in 
South Dukotu, where it occurs in 
musses weighing hundreds of pounds. 
Practically utl the spodumene produced 
In the Fulled Stutes Is mined in the 
Black hills in South Dukotu, where it 
occurs in Immense crystals, some of 
them more tltuu 30 feet long. 

Lithium minerals amounting to C.28T 
short tons, valued at $115,000, were 
produced lu the United States in l'J IP- 
more than tell times us much as was 
produced in any year before l'JIU.

Yet the words were on- 
talued directly from a poem by Cow- 
per, whose title Is the pretty term, 
“Love of the World Reproved.” The 
poem is the versifying of an Arabian 
story that seeius well founded In fact. 

Mohammed In giving forth Ills laws 
declared that a certain part of the pig 
should not he eaten, hut lie forgot to 
mention just what part it was that 
In* thought unclean.

To Raise House Plants From Slips.

How Discovery of Prolific Gold Field 
Was Made In Mysore, State 
of India. 

One of the world's most prolific gold 
fields at the present time is in the 
Kolnr district (Mysore state) of India. 
Discovery of It was made lu a curious 
way. 

In prosperous years, when Ihe gods 
favored the valley with an ample har- 
vest of rice, grains of gold were found 
now and then on rice ears. Tills great- 
ly mystified the natives, who ascribed 
the gold to supernatural powers. 

What probably happened was that 
these grains, derived from the gravelly 
soil, lodged on the young rice plants 
when they were being grown (it nur- 
series (for subsequent transplantation 
to ihe fields) und flooded ut Intervals 
with water.

I "Must we, one of the five great 
bowers, remain silent when others act 
Inhumanely and unjustly towards our 
nationals? That Is not the way the 
welfnre of humanity Is promoted." 

Premier Ilora regards the Califor- 
nia agitation as sectional and not rep- 
resenting the country at large, and be- 
lieves that If the thinking people In 
both countries are careful not to let 
the agltutlon go to extremes, sound 
judgment eventually will prevail and 
the matter will be satisfactorily ad- 
lusted.

Armistice day, the second anniver- 
sary of the ending of the World war, 
was fittingly observed by all the al- 
lied and associated nations. The cere- 
pionles In London and Paris were es- 
pecially Impressive. In the presence 
af King George, the h€-ads of the gov- 
ernment and the relatives of missing 
Soldiers, the body of an unkuown war- 
rior was Interred In Westminster ab- 
bey, this being the highest honor Eng- 
land can pay to one of her dead; and 
In Whitehall the king unveiled a per- 
manent cenotaph dedicated to "the 
glorious dead.” 

The French took the body of an un- 
identified soldier from the cemetery at 
(Vrduu and Interred It beneath the 
Ire de Triompbe. President Mllieraud 

£ d Marshals Koch. J off re and Petaln 
>k part In the ceremony. Then the 


heart of Gambetta, who brought 
France through the terrible duys of 
1870, was deposited In the Pantheon. 

In the United States there were no 
ceremonies of a natlonnl character, 
but the day wns generally observed 
with parades, memorial exercises and 
patriotic meetings. Former service 
men held a great gathering In New 
York and wero addressed by General 
Nlvelle, the defender of Verdun. 

Crosses nnd medals wero presented 
to American naval heroes by the navy 
department. The Red Cross took ad- 
vantage of the day of celebration to 
start Its drive for a vastly Increased 
membership, nnd the response to this 
call wns Immediate and general 
throughout the country. 

All preparations were made last 
week for the first meeting of the as- 
sembly of the League of Nations In 
Genova November 15. Whatever may 
j be accomplished at this session. It will 
be a notable gathering of great men. 
Every nation member of the league 
has sent eminent men to represent It, 
among them being Arthur Balfour, H. 
A. L. Fisher and George Barnes for 
Great Britain ; Leon Bourgeois and 
Andre Tnrdleu for France; Tlttonl for 
Italy ; Hymans for Belgium ; Pade- 
rewski for Poland ; Brantlng for Swe- 
den; Barons Hayashl, Ishii and Me- 
gata for Japan; Motta, Ador and Us- 
terl for Swiuerland. and accomplished 
statesmen for each of the Latin-Amer- 
lcan republics. 

The countries not represented at the 
Geneva meeting, because they are not 
members of the league, Include Ger- 
many, Austria, Bulgaria, Turkey, Rus- 
sia, Mexico and the United States of 
America. 

Statesmen and publicists of France 
have been especially active since the 
election of Senator Harding In discus- 
sing the probable revision of the 
treaty of Versailles and the chances of 
forming nn association of nations 
which the United States would Join. 
Ambassador Jusserand will soon re- 
turn to Washington, after spending 
several months In Europe, and It Is 
believed he will bring the latest views 
of his government on the subject of 
recasting the league covenant. 
Through him, France may renew Its 
efforts to have the senate ratify the 
treaty guaranteeing protection to 
France against exterior aggression. 

Developments of the week In the 
Near East were not especially favor- 
able to the allies In several Instances. 
First, and most Important, was the 
news that Armenia bad concluded an 
armistice with the Turkish national- 
ists, whose seat of government Is In 
Angora. The Turks had captured 
Kars and Alexandropol and were 
moving toward Erlvan. The Geor- 
gians being threatened, were mobiliz- 
ing on their frontiers and hoped to 
save Baturn. This action of the Ar- 
menians opens the way for direct 
junction of the nationalists and the 
Russian soviet forces and creates a 
serious condition for Great Britain, 
France. Italy and Greece in Asia Mi- 
nor. Keroal Parba's armies are still 
Intact, because the allies cannot get 
far from the sea coasts, and his gov- 
ernment Is going ahead regardless of 
the fate of Constantinople and the sul- 
tan. Its authority Is supreme In Ana- 
tolia and It Is probable that the Turks 
there will elect a new sultan after sep- 
arating the sultanate and the cali- 
phate, and that thereafter a new caliph 
also will be chosen. 

The nationalists Insist that the 
treaty of Sevres must be revised and 
that Smyrna, Cilicia and part of 
Thrace must be returned to Turkey. 
France especially would oppose this, 
fearing that Germany would take it as 
a precedent and ask modification of 
the treaty of Versailles. The Turkish 
treaty has not yet been signed, the 
Porte having said the time for such 
action was unpropltlous. 

News of Baron Wrangel’s desperate 
struggle against the Bolshevik urrniet 
In southern Russia Is a trifle confused, 
but on the whole not very encourag- 
ing to his well-wishers. Dispatches 
from Sevastopol said the soviet forces 
had broken through his outer works at 
Perekop, but that the situation was 
not considered as serious. French 
military observers with Wrong el said 


ho hnd fallen bnck into the Crimea 
nnd thnt the retreat hnd been conduct- 
ed with notable success, the morale of 
his troops being unimpaired. He 
hopes, with proper material, to main- 
tain his position until cold weather 
brings about the disintegration of the 
soviet armies. The Moscow govern- 
ment snys Its troops east of Perekop 
hnve crossed the Slvntch river Into 
the Crimean peninsula. 

At Inst Itnly and Jngo-Slavla have 
come to an agreement In the Adriatic 
dispute. It wns said the settlement 
of the Istrlan frontier Is in favor of 
Jugo-Slavln, though Monte Nevnso 
goes to Itnly; Flume Is to be Inde- 
pendent, with territorial contiguity to 
Itnly; the Italians get the Islnnds of 
Cherso, Lussln nnd Unie nnd suzerain- 
ty over Zara. It was understood the 
territorial pact would be accompanied 
by commercial and political agree- 
ments. 

Premier Lloyd George, In an address 
at the inauguration of the new lord 
mayor of London, took occasion to 
warn Ireland again that the British 
government was determined to put nn 
end to the campaign of assassination, 
and that there will be "no. real pence 
In thnt islnnd, no renl conciliation, un- 
til this murder conspiracy has been 
shattered.” He warmly defended the 
work of the police In Ireland, saying: 
"They ore getting the right mem They 
are dispersing the terrorists. If the 
police need more power they shall 
hnve It” 

The Irish republicans, seemingly, 
hnvo accepted the challenge, for the 
murders of policemen nnd soldiers 
continue, and preparations are being 
made to meet the emergency of the 
threatened closing of the railway and 
mall Bystems of the Island. Commit- 
tees are organizing to provide food 
and fuel to the towns along the rail- 
roads. 

Some fool friends of the Irish, In 
this country, 6ent to the British chief 
secretary for Ireland a threat of re- 
prisals against Englishmen resident In 
the United States, "If there are any 
more reprisals In Ireland on and after 
the fourteenth day of November." The 
British embassy in Washington has 
calle<f the attention of the State de- 
partment to tills and It Is understood 
the department has started an Investi- 
gation.

operating companies. The bourd 1s 
accused of gross waste of the govern- 
ment funds and of failure in co-opera- 
tion. In his testimony before the com- 
mittee, however. Mr. Itlchurdson said 
his report did not purport to fix any 
Ulegul act on any person. Charles 
liez, director general of the corpora- 
tion during the war, before being 
called before the committee entered a 
general denial of the charges of cor- 
ruption and graft. Commander A. B. 
Clement, executive assistant to Admi- 
ral Bensou, chairman of the board, 
told the committee the only real 
ground for criticism of the board's ad- 
ministration wus the lack of perfect 
co-ordination between the different 
departments.

She then stuffed 
I>aj>er and pieces of cloth In the key- 
hole and crevices of the doors and 
windows of her bed chamber and 
turned on the gas in three jet?. 

Probation officers in Massachusetts 
courts collected more than $1.00,00(1 
during tlie year ending September 30, 
last according to a staiment issued 
from the office of the state commis- 
sion on probation. The exact amount, 
omitting three small courts which 
have nut yet reported to the commis- 
sion, was $1.030 478. an increase over 
last year of $233 726. and the largest 
annual gam since the service was ee 
tabltshed. The statement contains 
comparative figures showing a rapid 
and constant gain from 1900, In which 
fear the total was $49,067. 


Owing to the law in force In many j 
state prohibiting first cousins from 
marrying each other Miss Rhoda 
Ixrise Dichardson and Harry Rich- 
ardson. both of Bay City, Mich., 
traveled across seven states before 
firdlng a place where they could he 
legally wed.

Craft told Judge Abbott he had a lit- 
tle baby and not much money. The 
judge fined him a total of $110. He 
cut it down to $50. 


Joseph Kershner, clothing merchant 
of Burlington, Vt„ has returned with 
11 members of his wife’s family, after 
ho had been Imprisoned seven weeks 
by the Bolshevikl at Wladiner-Wol- 
Inzk, Russia, where he went to rescue 
Mrs. Kershner’s relatives. He was 
finally liberated by the taking of the 
city by the Polish troops and succeed- 
ed In getting his wife’s family to War- 
saw by wagon, and thence to Antwerp 
to sail for America. 

Two sentences of six months in 
houses of correction, two $500 fines, 
and several lesser fineB were levied 
on violators of the prohibition law by 
Judge Clarence Halo in the United 
States district court, Boston, when 
tlie defendants waived jury trial and 
pleaded guilty to the offences with 
?vhich they were charged. The first 
Jury decision ever returned in a liquor 
1 iw violation case in this federal dis- 
trict was one of “not guilty," in the 
cases of Lewis Burros and Manuel 
Sarras, both of New Bedford, and both 
charged with manufacture of intox- 
icating liquor. Ellery Sedgwick, edi- 
tor of Atlantic Monthly, was foreman 
of the jury. 

The special session of the Massachu- 
setts Legislature, to pass on the cod- 
ification of the laws, will not be called 
until after Thanksgiving. It had been 
assumed that the date would bo about 
November 1(5, but Gov. Coolldge, on 
mature consideration, has decided 
that It would be wiser to wait until 
after the holiday, Nov. 25. The temp- 
tation might be strong, if the earlier 
date were set. to hurry the work of 
revision of the statutes, so as to per- 
mit of prorogation from the day be- 
fore Thanksgiving until the regular 
session of 1921. The Governor Is per- 
suaded that the later date would be 
more certain to provide ample time for 
consideration of so important a mat- 
ter. 

The Joint special committee on pen- 
sions, an unpaid recess committee of 
the Massachusetts legislature, has es- 
timated that the head of every family 
in Boston contributes $4.29 annually 
to pay the pensions of retired city em- 
ployes. In addition, according to its 
estimate, 50 cents more Is paid for 
pensions of retired Suffolk county and 
state employes. The committee was 
appointed for tho purpose of consid- 
ering what changes, “if any, In the 
present laws should be made to make 
the present pension systems of the 
commonwealth more uniform and 
equitable, and also the question as to 
whether or not all such pensions 
should bo placed upon a contributory 
basis." 

The New England potato crop suf- 
fered a shrinkage of about 6 per cent, 
and was reduced in quality as the re- 
sult of rot during October, according 
to the report of V. A. Sanders, field 
agent of tho bureau of crop estimates 
of the United States department of 
agriculture. The crop is now esti- 
mated at 34,950,000 bushelB, com- 
pared with the five-year average of 

34.778.000 buslielB, and 35,080,000 in 
1919. The net average yield in the 
Aroostook region is estimated at 180 
bushels per acre, with production at 

15.750.000 bushels, a loss of nearly 
a million bushels in October, The 
total Maine crop is reported 
reduced to / 21,240,000 bushels from 

23.128.000 estimated last month and 
a five-year average of 23,309,000. 

Ways and means of increasing 
earnings of New England railroads 
were discussed at a conference In 
Washington of railroad representa- 
tives, shippers and state railroad 
commissioners. Spokesmen for the 
New England lines declares that on 
the basis of the September and Octo- 
ber returns from the advanced freight 
and passenger rates recently author- 
ized by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, the roads in that section

A life of singular variety and ad- 
venture hns been that of Eben Putnam, 
new-chosen nation- 
al historian of the 
American Legion. 
Mr. Putnam was 
horn In Salem. 
Mass., Oct. 10. 18(18. 
He received Ills 
education In i^l- 
vnte schools and 
the Cambridge high 
school. While he 
was a boy he was 
the companion and 
assistant of his 
father, the distinguished anthropolo- 
gist, Prof. Frederic Ward Putnam, In 
archaeological explorations in vurlous 
parts of the world. 

Mr. Putnam ltns’been deeply Inter- 
ested In genealogy, eugenics and New 
England histories, and has complied 
and published a number of works on 
these subjects. He has conducted ex- 
tensive Investigations over a period of 
more thnn twenty-live years Into the 
question of Immigration. He Is a 
member of the Society of Colonial 
Wars, the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, the Military Order of Foreign 
Wars, and American Historical Socie- 
ty. 

Early In the fall of 1015 Mr. Put- 
nam became convinced that this coun- 
try must enter the war eventually, 
and joined the training school organ- 
ized In Ills state. He attended the 
I’lnttsburg camp the following sum- 
mer and the next winter was a mem- 
ber of a provisional battalion of Infan- 
try. He was barred from a commis- 
sion In the line beenuse of his age, hut 
on April 4, 1017, was commissioned a 
captain In the quartermaster corps. 
Ills son also was In the service. 

Mr. Putnam served as assistant to 
the depot quartermaster In Boston and 
Inter served overseas In the fuel 
branch. He was discharged August 
22, 1010. Mr. Putnam Is a clinrter 
member of Wellesley Post No. 72 of 
the American Legion, and was Insur- 
ance ollicer and post lilstorlnn until 
he resigned to accept the post of de- 
partment historian for Massachusetts, 
where he served nlso In the capacity 
of n member of the state executive 
committee. He had performed the 
duties of a national historian of the 
Legion before that office was made 
permanent. 

TO BE GREAT WAR MEMORIAL 

State of Indiana to Erect Magnificent 
Building to House Legion Na- 
tional Headquarters. 

The erection of a mngnlflcent build- 
ing to house nnttonnl headquarters of 
The American Legion in Indianapolis 
is assured following the action of the 
Indiana state legislature, which voted 
thut the state war memorial should 
take the form of a structure for tills 
purpose. 

A tract of state-owned lnnd in the 
center of Indlanupolis, 5)00 feet long by 
450 feet wide, will be dedicated to tills 
project and the city lias been author- 
ized to Include two additional city 
blocks adjoining the state properties. 
The result will he u splendid plaza 
with American Legion headquarters In 
the center. The land Is valued at ap- 
proximately $12,000,000. 

The Legion building will be con- 
structed under the control of a hoard 
of trustees uppotnted by the governor 
of Indluna. All members will be men 
of the Legion. Already the Indluim 
legislature has voted n tux levy which 
will yield more than $3,000,000 as an 
earnest of Its desire to adequately 
Louie und equip uutlouul heudquar- 
ters of the Legion.

LEGION AND LABOR QUESTION 

Position of National Body, Adopted at 
Cleveland Meeting, Made Clear 
in Bulletin. 

A clear and well-denned exposition 
of the official altitude of the American 
Legion toward organized labor Is con- 
tained In n bulletin pent out h.v na- 
tional headquarters of the Legion In 
Indianapolis, setting forth the state- 
ment on the question Issued by l’nst 
National Commander IVOIIer, which 
was adopted by the national conven- 
tion ns the Legion's pint form In Indus- 
trial difficulties. The statement fol- 
lows : 

•'The attitude of the Legion toward 
organized labor Is the same as Its at- 
titude toward nil groups of American 
citizens who are Interested In a square 
deni for all In the maintenance of law 
ami order, and the protection of the 
Institutions hnndod down to us by our 
forefathers. In any controversy be- 
tween capital and labor, the Interest 
of the American legion is confined to 
that of the maintenance of law and 
order nnd, without taking part on 
either side. In case a situation Rhould 
arise where life and property are en- 
dangered, It is the duty of members 
of the Legion to perform their full 
duty ns citizens, according to their 
own conscience and understanding. 

"In such a contingency It Is the 
Legion iiiun's duty to assist In the 
maintenance of lnw nnd order by act- 
ing ns an individual nnd offering his 
services- to the duly-constituted author- 
ltles for tiie maintenance of law nnd 
order. There Is nothing to prevent 
the individual member of the Legion 
ns nil individual from taking either 
side In such a controversy but the 
Leglou, as ini organization will not 
do so."

In 1000 he enlisted in the reorganized 
Indluna Nutionul Guard und served as 
corporal, sergeant, lieutennnt, and 
captain of Rattery A until 1013, when 
he was promoted to major of the First 
liattullon, Indiana Field Artillery. He 
served on the Mexican border from 
July, 1010 to Januury, 1017, and re- 
ceived the rank of colonel iu April, 
1017. 

ASKS FOR MILITARY ESCORTS 

Philadelphia County Committee Ap- 
peals .to President Wilson to 
Provide Firing Squads. 

Following advices from tho adju- 
tant general of the army to the effect 
that it is impracticable for the War 
department, without a speciul appro- 
priation for transportation exjieuses, 
to provide militury escorts for the 
burlui ut Philadelphia of soldier dead 
whose bodies are being returned from 
overseas, tiie Philadelphia county com- 
mittee of tiie Legion bus appealed to 
President Wilson to provide ut least 
two tiring squads for this purpose 
from Camp Dlx or through the Fruuk- 
ford arsenal, ut Phlludelphiu. 

“The American Legion representa- 
tives,” the letter reads, “were not sut-

FOURTH RED GROSS 
ROLL GALL WILL 
GIRDLETHE EARTH 

Annual Enrollment of Millions of 
Members Now in Progress— Or- 
ganization Rendering Even Greater 
Service Than in War Period. 


The American Red Cross, which is 
today performing service of even 
greater Importance than it rendered 
during the war period, opens its 
Fourth Roll Call on Thursday, Novem- I 
ber 11 — Armistice Day — and will con- < 
tlnue its mobilization of members for 
1921 through November 25, Thanks- 
giving Day. 

The Roll Call this year will girdle 
the earth. Not only will every man 
and woman in the United States be 1 
given the opportunity to enroll or re- 
new membership, but also Americans 
in all outlying possessions and in 
lands under other flags will be en- 
abled to pledge their allegiance to 1 
the Red Cross for another twelve- | 
month period. Into practically every j 
corner of the world, to places whore 
the Red Cross really is the only link 
with the homeland, the appeal will be 
carried. 

Support of People Essential 

In its national aspect the purpose 
of the Roll Call is solely to maintain 
and Increase the present membership 
of 10,000,000, not Including the Junior 
Red Cross. There will be no appenl 
for a national fund in addition to what 
accrues from the membership dues. 
Primarily the American Red Cross 
desires to have the American peo- 
ple in its ranks; their moral support 
is essential to the accomplishment of 
its tasks. Many of the 3,659 Chapters 
will be able to continue their peace- 
time work and war-time obligations 
with funds derived from membership 
dues. 

Other Chapters, however, must se- 
cure funds In varying amounts in ad- 
dition to membership dues, or mate- 
rially curtail their work, particularly 
those Chapters that aro still carrying 
a heavy burden of service to the sol- 
diers and sailors and former service 
men. The appeals of these Chapters 
for such additional amounts as their 
budgets require will be confined to 
their local communities. 

There Is no national membership 
quota set. E&cb Chapter aud iiranch 
will endeavor to equal or exceed its 
present enrollment, hoping to swing 
the national total back to the 20,- 
000,000 of the war period. 

Certificate for Every Member 

The most popular membership is the 
one dollar annual membership, half 
of which is retained by the local Chap- 
ter for itself and its Branches to be 
used at home, the other half going 
to National headquarters for national 
and overseas work. The other mem- 
berships are the contributing member- 
ship of five dollars, four of which the 
local Chapter retains, one dollar go- 
ing to National headquarters, and the 
sustaining or ten dollar membership, 
eight of which is retained for local 
service, two going to National head- 
quarters. All $50 and $100 member- 
ships go to the endowment fund. 

Every man and woman who joins the 
Red Cross for 1921 will receive, in 
addition to the usual meinberjhip 
button and window service flag, a 
signed certificate of membership 
which will serve also as a receipt for 
the dues paid. Every Roll Call work- 
er is being admonished not to fail to 
deliver a certificate to every individ- 
ual enrolling, and those who enroll 


are urged to demand tho ccrtlflcato if 
the worker forgets to give it. 

There is every reason to bellovo 
that the 113 Chapters of tho Red 
Cross in Maine, Now Hampshire, Ver- 
mont, Massachusetts and Rhode Isl- 
and. with their 1115 Branches, will 
give a splendid account of themselves 
in this Roil Call for 1021. With a 
few exceptions they went into the 
Roll Call better organized than a year 
ago, and with an enthusiasm more 
akin to that of the emotional days of 
the war. They have now a clearer 
vision of the vast importance of tho 
peace-time service of the Red Cross 
in the life of tho nation: 

Not all of the Chapters and Branch- 
es will carry on their Roll Call for 
the entire two weeks set aside for tho 
purpose. Some will confine their ef- 
forts to a few days, opening perhaps 
on Armistice Day or the Monday fol- 
lowing Roll Call Sunday, November 
14, and starting in season to roach 
the climax of their appeal on Thanks- 
giving Day. 

Several of the Chapters feel con- 
fident they will exceed the member- 
ship secured a year ago and they are 
so effectively organized there is good 
reason for their confidence. 

Now England has ranked high 
among the Red Cross Divisions In 
membership and accomplishments and 
her people will, it is believed, loyally 
continue their support of tho “Great- 
est Mother in the World."

HOW SORRY ARE YOU 

We are nil sorry for the misfor- 
tunes of our follow-men. At least 
most of us 6ay so. Wo would bo 
brutes not humans, could we look on 
the misery that overtakes nations 
communities and individuals, without 
being touched and saddened by their 
tragedies. 

Granted that we are sorry, the 
question is “how sorry aro wo?" Is 
our emotion one of wordH — or deeds. 
It is easy to say that wo are sorry, 
but saying so proves nothing. 

Some time ago in a Christian com- 
munity a gathering was held in mem- 
ory of a worthy citizen, who hod been 
killed in an accident, leaving his fam- 
ily penniless. After the drawing- up 
of resolutions of sympathy from 
friepds and neighbors, a man rose to 
his feet, who was regarded the 
town reprobate, one whom the neigh- 
borhood looked upon as a most dis- 
reputable character. In answer to In- 
quiring glances from those present he 
announced loudly: — “I’m sorry fifty 
dollars worth, how Borry aro the rest 
of you?" And this unseemly inter- 
ruption started the meeting upon a 
practical rather tlian a poetical trib- 
ute to the dead. 

How sorry arp we for the sufferers 
In Europe? Jlow sorry are we for 
the victims of sudden disaster? IIow 
sorry are we for those who suffer In 
our communities for want of instruc- 
tion in hygiene, and knowledge of the 
prevention of disease? How Sorry 
are we for the disabled soldiers and 
the pitiful little orphans that some- 
body must care for’ 

The answer is, we are not sorry 
Bimply because we say so. If we ars 
sorry, we tbull either ourselves do 
something to aid rucb sufferers and to 
assuage misfortune, or we ahull gen- 
erously support the organ Izat ions that 
are striving to do so. If there is any 
other organization that ia doing more 
than is the Red (Toss, to accomplish 
such an end. then let us lend it on 
utmost aid But If there is no other 
rising a work of equal magnitude, lei 
us whole-heartedly support the An 
eric&n Red f'roes, during the or 
ing year, that it may be enabk 
“carry on.” and need not cut > 
of its activities in the vast 
human service, beuause w< 
really sorry.

Town Votes in Favor 

Of Limited Town Meetings 


Voters of Weymouth were practi- 
cally unanimous against the adoption 
of a city charter uf th • sppci.il town 
meeting lust Friday evening, and al- 
most a unit in favor of u special act 
granting jVeclnct voting, limited 
town mootings, town meeting mem- 
bers. atul a referendum. 

In anticipation of an overcrowded 
ball, the Selectmen had appointed 
men to supervise the voting lists and 
exclude ail non-v. iters, but as r. matter 
of fact it was a small town meeting, 
even less than 200 which is requireo 
for a quorum. Two voters raised the 
point of order, that n quorum was not 
present, hut by request •withdrew the 
same and the business proceded. 

Hon. George K. Barnes, who gener- 
ally serves as moderator sent a letter 
saving he would he out of town, and 
William J. Holbrook was unanimously 
elected. 

Under Article 2, relative to limited 
town meetings B, F. Smith thought 
it would not lie fair for a meeting 
attended by less than 5 per cent of 
the voters to decide on a change in 
town government, and moved that the 
Selectmen be instructed to put the 
awrrnnt for the next town meeting 
hi he questions, viz: 

1. Shall the town adopt a represent- 
ative town government? 

2. Shnll the town adopt a city 
charter? 

3. Shall the present form of town 
government be continued? 

Mr. Howe offered as an amendment 
that the Selectmen be Instructed to 
petition the Legislature for an Act 
similar to that of Watertown provid- 
ing for limited town meetings etc. He 
had found t ho voters very much in 
favor. 

Dr. Greeley moved to amend Mr. 
Smith’s motion, by adding another 
question: Shall the town of Wey- 
mouth l»f- divided? 

Selectman Hawes nsked that the 
letter from Hon. George L. Barnes be 
read, and permission was granted. 

Mr. Barnes lioped no action would 
he taken until thoroughly investigated. 
At present lie favored either the Brook- 
line or Watertown plans, which arc 
simlla r. 

Representative Tirrell raised tlm 
point of order that there was nothing 


in t lie warrant relative to division of 
the town, and t he Moderator so ruled. 

S. -.tci man Hawes moved a commit- 
tee of ten to consider the article and 
report at a town meeting not latei 
than t hr- next annual town meeting. 

Mr. Smith opposed, because com- 
mittee would probably report in favor 
of some particular plan and not allow 
the voters nnv ontlon. 

Mr. Vnilie thought a committee had 
already considered and reported. Hc-< 
opposed delay and favored some ac- 
tion. 

Mr. Hawes said committee was not 
instructed to make any recommenda- 
tion. Their report would appear in 
the next Town Report. 

Mr. Slieehy moved as an amend- 
ment that the committee lie composed 
of three from each precinct. Lost. 

Mr. Downing moved as substitute 
that committee recommend one or 
more plans. Lost. 

Representative Tirrell favored rep- 
resentative town meetings. A* host it 
COUld tint take place until a year from 
next March, and previous to then a\ 
least two opportunities would hr given ' 
to vote thereon. 

Mr. Hawes moved that committee 
lie instructed to frame article for war- 
rant. Lost. 

The question then camo on M)r. ! 
Howe’s amendment. 

Mr. Smith opposed, and Mr Howe J 
favored. 

Mr. Tirrell hoped if action was 
taken it would he practically unani- 
mous ns meeting was small. 

Mr. Vnilie favored saying a limited 
town meeting would give Weymouth J 
about 200 members. Within five days j 
the voters could secure a referendum 
or, any vote*. The electorate was 1 
ready to decide tonight. 

The amendment of Mr. Howe was 
then adopted, and a tangle arose, as 
the Moderator ruled that the motion j 
of Mr. Smith, as amended, was in or- 
der. After some debate the accept- 
ance of Mr. Howe’s amendment was 
reconsidered, and later adopted ns a , 
substitute to Mr. Smith’s motion, 
which disposed of the latter.

Divine Lesson in 
the Garnering of 
the Golden Grain 


The summer Is over nnd the har- 
vest Is past. The sad skies, the bleak 
fields, the hare trees, the raw winds 
that whistle nnd groan nnd sob nnd 
sigh their dirges mournfully remind us 
that the season of fruitage has gone 
by nnd the time has come when we 
CRn only turn away, each to himself, 
nnd measure up our garnerlngs. 

Nnture gives us a seed time and a 
harvest time. 

But these would be mennlngless to 
us did she not also send n season 
when, at the warning touch of winter 
chill, we must measure our gains nnd 
consider our losses. 

But for the lessons of this season 
no man would labor; we would know 
naught of temperance or thrift; we 
would go through the bright spring 
only singing, nnd Idle nway the sum- 
mer In drenms. 

So It is purt of the divine plan that 
each of us should now go npnrt and 
carefully sepurato the wnent from the 
chaff, the tlowers from the weeds, end 
that which is good nnd sound and en- 
during from all that perishes nnd 
taints. It Is now that each must hon- 
estly examine nnd weigh the product 
of his own works. 

It were useless now to try to de- 
ceive even ourselves. 

Now, If at no other time, we see 
the vast difference In value between 
the picked fruit nnd the windfalls. 

• The one heap we proudly stora 
away, knowing It will keep sweet nnd 
whole to the winter's depths, and the 
other we cast aside, that It may not 
contaminate as It rots. 

It Is n sad, sweet task — sweet for 
the counted gains, sad for the oppor- 
tunities lost and to come no more. 


“Think nnd Thank'' was the motto 
upon the family crest of the great He- 
brew philanthropist Sir Moses Monte- 
flore. It would ho n n appropriate 
armorial motto for America today. 
These two little English words, differ- 
ing In n single vowel, were originally 
Identical. In the Anglo-Saxon tongue, 
a “thank". was n “think.” Thanking 
comes from thinking, nnd thankful- 
ness from thoughtfulness and thanks 
giving from thought-giving. This will 
be a season of unusual thanksgiving — 
for we are mnde to think us we have 
not been wont to think. It will be 
a very scltish soul that this season 
falls to think of the sorrows and the 
sufferings of others. 

Look hack nt that first American 
Thanksgiving. Strange skies, sparse 
settlements, spnrse larder, savage en- 
emy, hut thankful spirit ! What makes 
the memory of the Pilgrim sc. pre- 
cious? Ills thankfulness ! As Howell 
puts It; 

"It Is no Improper comparison that 
a thankful heart is like a box of pre- 
cious ointment which keeps the smell 
long after the thing Is spent." 

The Pilgrim and the Puritan have 
pnssed on. hut they have left us a 
precious possession — n Thanksgiving 
day und the Thanksgiving spirit. 
Tliclrs was the Indomitable spirit be- 
cause they "thanked God nnd took 
courage.” They landed undesigned ly 
on a “rock-hound wintry strand,” hut 
they thnnked God anil took courage. 
They found no gold, hut they did find 
the golden grain of a first harvest and 
they thanked God and took courage. 
They found a rude wilderness, hut 
they thanked God nnd look courage, 
and furrows were turned and towns 
were built nnd cities grew and facto- 
ries flourished and culture developed 
nnd Instead of a wilderness a garden 
blossomed nnd the fragrance of their 
memory still survives and the spirit 
of their grace still Inspires. 


But grains nnd fruits are not nil 
that we fire garnering. Chaff and 
weeds are not all we ought to sepa- 
rate and cast away. There are things 
more important still. In the store- 
house of the heart nnd mind nnd soul, 
Is It not well to seek, just ns care- 
fully, though sometimes In vain, to 
keep only the better, the brighter, the 
more enduring things? 

When the bleak November of life 
comes we shall have need of them. 

Dreary will he the winter to him 
whose granaries are empty. But 
drearier nnd more desolate still must 
ho the winter of old nge to the tnnn 
or woman whose mind nnd heart nnd 
soul hnve brought from the harvest 
only the Joys that are chaff nnd the 
virtues that nre mere windfalls, at- 
tained nnd adhered to only through 
easy convenience. 

When that winter comes, ns It must 
to many of us, we shall hnve only our- 
selves to turn to, and we shall find 
only that which we hnve sown nnd 
harvested *n the bright spring und 
golden summer — the good grain, the 
sound fruit, the flowers, the high Im- 
pulses, the sacrifices, the loves, yes. 
nnd the client, the chaff, the weeds, the 
windfalls, the hntes, the Jenlousics, 
the low passions — all these nnd nothing 
more, to sustain us or to render us 
desolate. 

We may, If we will, make ench dny 
a cycle of all the seasons. We sow 
ench morning nnd reap each noon nnd 
gamer each evening the fruits of our 
living In this little dny. Day by day, 
If we strive on In right nnd hope and 
courage, must our knowledge nnd our 
strength, and our store Increase. Day 
by day, through many fulllngs nnd 
fallings, do we come nearer to the 
true manhood nnd the true woman- 
hood.

thanks. Doctor Muhlenburg spoke of It 
ns “The President's Hymn,” but would 
not permanently offer such a title 
without Mr. Lincoln’s approval. Mr. 
Kobert B. Mlnturn, a prominent mem- 
ber of Doctor Muhlonburg's congrega- 
tion, was grently pleased with the 
poem, nnd sent n copy to the President, 
with whom he was personally acquaint- 
ed, asking permission to nnme the 
hymn ns the author desired. Mr. Lin- 
coln telegraphed bnck : “So let It he.” 

In July, 1805, Dr. Horace Bushnell 
published In “Hours at Home" an ar- 
ticle attacking the well-known hymn, 
“America," os an unworthy and really 
humiliating effusion — ns n political an- 
them. Doctor Bushnell thus refers to 
Doctor Muhlenburg’s production : 

“The hymn nnd air that were given 
to the public by Doctor Muhlenburg a 
short time ago nppenr to hnve missed 
the accident of being fairly born, nnd 
for that reason hnve not succeeded. 
The want of good accident here Is fn- 
tnl, but the hymn has real merit. It 
was too long and Included three or 


Some Reasons Why 
the Farmer Should 
Keep Thanksgiving 


Thanksgiving Hymn 
Well Liked at Birth 
But Now Forgotten 


•Tust now, npnrt from our knowl- 
edge of food secure, perhaps some 
of us feel It necessnry to fall bnck 
upon the private reasons for thank- 
fulness. Each one has some bit of 
personal well-being that can be brought 
out and rubbed up nnd admired 
Just to keep our home circle 
happy this Thanksgiving day. Ench 
one knows their own cause for con- 
tent, even where It Is so common- 
place as not to be distinctly visible to 
others. Especially this year we mustn’t 
lose sight of the personnl bright 
spots on account of their every-day 
character. 

A person was once visiting a friend 
whose home commanded a beautiful 
stretch of mountain scenery. It was, 
In fact, n magnificent view. "lVhat 
a wonderful outlook you have here," 
he remnrked to his host. "I nm sure 
If I lived here I should spend most 
of my time viewing the landscape." 
“Why, I never thought of It that 
way," his host replied. “I never con- 
sidered It anything remarkable. I 
have simply taken It as a matter of 
course." 

Thousands of people who live In 
the country enjoy a treasure which Is 
denied to millions of their fellownten 
— the blessing of good, pure, out-of- 
door air. fragrant In spring and sum- 
mer with perfume of flowers or new- 
mown hay, and In fall and winter la- 
den with crisp, life-giving oeone. 

No one enjoys more blessings and 
trensures of this kind thnn the man 
or woman on the farm. lie or she. 
If Inclined to be of a complaining na- 
ture, Is apt to find fault that life on 
the fnrm Is so hard and composed ao 
largely of drudgery. Furthermore, 
“far away fields are always green," 
nnd the one on the farm Imagines 
that In the city all must be ease and 
contentment. These Imaginings, how- 
ever, will not stand the test of 
personal acquaintanceship with the 
life that Is lived in the cities by hun- 
dreds of thousands of people. Farm 
work Is hard, but there are no easy 
berths In life. 

The average person on the farm 
lives better, enjoys better air to 
breathe, better water to drink, better 
food to eat. better conditions under 
which to work, better health than the 
man or woman In corresponding cir- 
cumstances In the city. 


The first presidential Thanksgiving 
proclamation was that of President 
’’’--•‘-'ngton In 17811 on the occasion 
adoption of the Constitution, 
y. curiously enough, being No- 
r 26 — the dute of celebration of 
This latter was the real fore- 
runner of our national Thanksgiving 
day. Occasional and special times of 
thanksgiving had often been appoint- 
ed by different Presidents, but the year 
J8G3, famous for Its decisive uatlonal 
victories, mnrked also the beginning 
of the htinuul series of Thanksgiving 
days. 

The great victories of Gettysburg 
and Vicksburg were really the cause 
of Lincoln's proclamation, nnd his ex- 
ample has been followed by all his 
successors until the annual festival 
has become one of our national insti- 
tutions. 

The proclamation of 1803 was re- 
markable as the first of a series, ex- 
tending now over fifty years. It was 
also noticeable because It was the oc- 
casion of n thanksgiving hymn by the 
famous Reverend Doctor Muhlenhurg 
of St. Luke’s hospital. New York city. 
He Is well known as the author of the 
familiar hymn. “I Would Not Live Al- 
way." and a poet of no small repute. 
Mr. Lincoln's glowing words met his 
eye and struck a responsive chord in 
his heart. A noble Thanksgiving 
hymn was the result, a hymn which at 
t ho time was often sung, but is now 
comparatively forgotten. It was pub- 
lished with appropriate nmslc. and 
even yet Is suitable for use on similar 
occasions. 

The hymn contains nine stanzas, 
with chorus, ami tnkes up in order the 
\arious causes for thanksgiving men- 
tioned in Mr. Lincoln's proclamation. 
The original title was “Give Thanks 
All Ye People." the first verse being 
us follows: 


And ns we garner the gains we also 
garner wisdom. 

As we separate the whent from the 
chaff and the sound fruit from the 
windfalls, so, whether we will or not, 


four verses that could huve been omit- 
ted with advantage. Otherwise it 
might have stuck and would have had 
a fair chance of success; for the mu- 
sic, which we know only by the eye, 
and never heard In n public perform- 
ance, uppeared to have u look of prom- 
ise." 

The next known reference to this 
hymn occura In connection with the 
observance of the fiftieth convocation 
of the University of Illinois, on No- 
vember 20, 1913. Tile Alumni Quar- 
terly says: “Touches of the unusual 
were added to the exercises by the 
singing <>f & forgotten hymn, dedicated 
to Lincoln In 1803 by Reverend Doctor 
Muhlenhurg. The hymn, which hud 
not previously been sung tu public, wus 
discovered by Professor Dodge lu a 
contemporary Issue of the New York 
Tribune."

CURRENT EVENTS 



Small Nations Asserting Them- 
selves in Meeting of the 
League Assembly. 

NYMANS ELECTED PRESIDENT 


Early Admission of Germany Seems 
Likely — Soviet Russia. Having 
Crushed Wrangel, Is In Strong Po- 
, sltlon — Greeks May Restore 
Constantine to Throne. 

By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 

No sooner hud the assembly of the 
League of Nations got down to busi- 
ness In its first meeting in Geneva 
Ihnn signs of discord between the 
groups of large and small nations ap- 
peared. Up to dnte the latter have 
the better of the argument, nnd the 
fears of persons who thought the do- 
ings of the league would be dominated 
by Grent Britain, France, Italy nnd 
perhaps Japan are somewhat allayed. 
Indeed, the representatives of those 
four nations were by no means In ac- 
cord on all points. The Italians plneed 
themselves in opposition to French 
propositions, nnd the vnrlous British 
dominions did not agree with the 
mother country. 

A most Interesting development of 
the week was the announcement thnt 
Spain would Join with Great Brit- 
ain, France und Belgium In policing 
the Vllna rone during the plebiscite. 
This was looked on as possibly the 
beginning of the organization of a 
league army. 

Tho first day, nfter the election of 
Paul Hymans of Belgium ns president 
saw the opening scrap over the mat- 
ter of admitting Germany to member- 
ship In the league. The French hud 
objected thnt this subject did not ap- 
pear on the agenda, but Tlttonl of 
Italy declared the whole world de- 
manded the admission of the enemy 
States and would not accept the ex- 
cuse that their applications had not 
been received In time. Sir Robert 
Cecil, who represented South Africa, 
appeared to side with Tlttonl. 

It was decided that six commissions 
Should handle the work of the assem- 
bly. The first Is to take care of gen- 
eral organization ; the second technical 
organization; the third the Internation- 
al court of Justice; the fourth finance; 
the fifth admission of new members, 
and the sixth reduction of armaments, 
blockade und military pressure on 
covenant breuklug states und man- 
dates. 

When these commissions were 
named, on Wednesday, the supporters 
of the Immediate Hilmlsslon of Ger- 
many scored another victory In tho 
election of Delegute Huneus of Chile 
os president of commission number 
6 ; Doc tor Blanco of Cuba was made 
sice president. The French were sur- 
prised and chagrined at not receiving 
this presidency for Vlviaol, but they 
bad been already put at u disadvan- 
tage by the naming of Bourgeois us 
bead of the third commission. It had 
been supposed that Great Britain, be- 
cause of her naval j>ower, would get 
the presidency of the commission deal- 
ing with disarmament and blockade of 
covenant breaking states and with 
inundates, but here uguln the smaller 
natious showed their Independence by 
giving the place to Delegute Bran ting 
*>f Sweden. The French, Italian aud 
English delegations won a indut Tues- 
day when It was decided that the com- 
missions might. If they wished, sit In 
camera aud need keep no minutes of 
their sessions. Cecil protested In 
,v ain against this. 

Delegate 1'uyrredon of the Argen- 
tine told the assembly that his delega- 
tion bellev t*l all recognized nations 
must belong to the league to make It 
effective and to avoid the danger of 
the organization of a rival league, lie 
bald that a formula must be found to 
permit the United States to come In. 
laud demanded that rhe league be made 
more democratic by electing all the 
members of the council in the assem- 
bly, Instead of allowing the big pow- 
ers to name a majority of them, as at 
•reaant. 


Certain Gorman officials have told a i 
Berlin correspondent thnt Germany i 
would not now nccept membership In 
the lenguo If It were offered; that she i 
now contemplates demanding n new i 
ponce conference, or nt least an Inter- 
pretation and revision of the existing j 
treaty favorable to her claims. Berlin 
holds thnt a definite sum for repara- 
tions must be fixed, nnd feels thnt tho 
coal delivery demands are too severe 
nnd are the sole enuse for unemploy- 
ment and labor disturbances In Ger- 
many. The Germans also hope thnt 
the Dnnzlg corridor will he restored to 
them, nnd thnt they will he given some 
colonial mandatories. 

An Interesting story from Munich 
sets forth the Imminence of a new rev- 
olution In Bnvnrln which Is to make an 
Independent state of that second larg- 
est stnte of tho German confederation 
nnd the creation of a regency, probn- 
bly to bo followed by the selection of 
one of tlie Wlttelsbnch family ns king. 

It Is planned, also, that Buvnrln shall 
enter Into an agreement with France 
to guarantee her independence nnd ob- 
tain relief from her part of the Ger- 
man war burden. The story, which Is 
plausible, says the real ruler of Ba- 
varia Is Doctor Kscherieh, founder of 
the Bavarian home militia, whose 
armed strength is about 100,000 ; thnt 
he Is backed by the former German 
staff officers nnd monarchists, chief of 
whom Is General Ludendorff, and that 
Ludetulorff probnbly would be chosen 
regent. Escherlch hns refused to dls- 
, arm his militia, -and It Is expected the 
entente will soon threaten to occupy 
the Ruhr basin In consequence. When 
this Is done, according to the plot, the 
workers, socialists and communists 
will declare n general strike nnd lu the 
ensuing conflict the coup d’etut will 
he accomplished. 

Having crushed Bnron Wrangel and 
expelled him nnd his troops from the 
Crimen, the Russian soviet govern- 
ment finds Itself In good slinpe to re- 
sume negotiations for the resumption 
of trade with other nations. And Its 
chances for recognition also are vastly 
improved. Most governments realized 
some time ago thnt Russian Bolshev- 
ism was not to he destroyed by armed 
opposition, especially from the out- 
side; and nearly all except France be- 
lieved that It would he useless to give 
aid to the factions within Russia thnt 
were in rebellion against Lenlne und 
Trot7.ky. Even the leaders of the 
Menshlvlsts and other wise opponents 
of Bolshevism In Russia have long 
maintained thnt position and asserted 
that the best thing to do was to recog. 
nlze the Moscow government, or at 
least let It alone, nnd thut ultimately, 
having nothing to fight, Bolshevism 
must fall. It seems likely that this 
view of the problem will now become 
general. 

The crushing of Wrangel was swift, 
once tlie Bnlshevlkl hud broken 
through his defenses on the I'erekop 
peninsula. IBs troops were driven 
hack to Sebastopol and some 20.000 of 
i them, together with many thousands of 
| civilian refugees, embarked there and 
were carried to Constantinople and 
other ports. Wrungel also escaped to 
the Turkish capital. 

The soviet forces were then directed 
against the Ukrainians under General 
l'etluru, aud these ulso were put to 
j rout. Kiev and other cities being occu- | 
pled by the Beds. There was fear In | 
the capitals of Europe that the Rus- 
sians would now renew the fight 
against the Poles, and certain threat- 
] enlng notes from Moscow to Warsaw 
1 Increased the apprehension.

nation of the admiral nnd made Queen 
Olgn, mother of former King Con- 
stantine, regent. It was taken for 
granted thnt the victorious party, of 
which Gounnrls Is the head, would re- 
call Constantine to the throne, though 
he says he will not return except by 
mandate of the Greek people In a pleb- 
iscite. Probably a majority of the 
civil population would vote for the res- 
toration now, but It Is believed most 
of the army would oppose It If given 
a chance to vote. There Is even some 
talk of the troops In Asln Minor re- 
turning to prevent the recall of Con- 
stantine by force. This presumably 
would precipitate a civil war. France 
nnd England have been holding con- 
versations over the Greek sltuntion, 
hut It wns stnted neither would net 
without the other. 

The Knnsns Industrial court, which 
hns been so bitterly nttneked by or- 
ganized labor, showed thp other of Its 
two edges last week when It called be- 
fore it representatives of nil flour mills 
In Topeka. Workmen had eomplnlned 
to the court thnt some of the mills had 
closed down nnd others were on pnrt 
time, and the court wanted to know 
why, since such n thing cannot be done 
without court sanction where a neces- 
sity of life Is Involved.

The program also 
cnlls for a renewal of jhe fight on the 
open shgp. Among Its other feutures 
are : 

Repeal of existing laws nnd opposi- 
tion to proposed laws requiring com- 
pulsory arbitration of Industrial dis- 
putes. 

Opposition to laws restricting the 
right of workers to quit work when 
conditions are not satisfactory. 

Enactment of legislation restricting 
Immigration from all parts of the 
world, especially central and south- 
eastern Europe, for four yeurs at 
least. I 

A campaign of Americanization, 
especially In the coal fields and In In- 
dustries where foreigners are em- 
ployed, to offset Influence of polltlcul 
theorists not In harmony with the 
present system of government. 

An upholding of wage stundurds as 
long us the dollar remulns at half the 
purchasing mark of the pre-war dol- 
| lar. 

j In pursuance of Its policies, the ex- 
ecutive council Is eliminating as many 
of the ultra-radical leuders In the 
ranks of union labor ns It can.

STANDARD BREEDS OF FOWLS 

Poultry Keeper Should Select Breed 
Best Adapted to His Purpose 
and Locality. 

Leaving out of consideration the 
breeds kept ns novelties, nil the 
standard American breeds of fowls 
have been made and developed on 
the general principle of practical 
quality as the fout. ..lion of breed 
character nnd value. In harmony 
with this principle, the common 
classification of breeds according to 
their places In the general scheme of 
poultry production divides them Into 
three principal classes; laying breeds, 
meat breeds nnd general-purpose 
breeds — that Is, breeds that nre not 
ns ready nnd persistent egg producers 
as the laying breeds, and not ns 
meaty nnd ns easy to fatten as the 
meat breeds, yet combine In one Indi 
vidunl fowl very good laying cnpneitj 
with very good table quality. 

The Leghorn, Minorca, Andnluslnn 
Ancona nnd Cnmpine nre well-known 
breeds of the laying class; the Rrnh 
nin, Dorking, nnd Cornish of the meat 
class; the Plymouth Rock, Wynn 
dotte, Rhode Island Red nnd Orping- 
ton of the general-purpose class. 

The breeds of the laying class, with 
the exception of tlie Minorca, nre 
relatively small, very energetic nnd 
lively, mature cnrly, nnd are easily 
kept In good laying condition. Tlie 
Minorca Is of larger size nnd modi- 
fied somewhat In the other pnrtlcu 
lnrs mentioned, yet has more the 
character of the laying class than ol 
any other. 

In the meat breeds there Is not the 
same uniformity of type thnt Is found 
In the laving breeds. The three men- 
tioned differ decidedly. The Brahma 
is most popular because It Is at the 
same time tho largest and most nig- 
ged in constitution. Tlie Dorking ex- 
cels In quality of meat, hut Is gen- 
erally considered somewhat lacking 
In hardiness. The Cornish is rather 
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Plymouth Rock Prize Winner*. 

hard meated hut, being very short 
feathered, 1ms Its special place as a 
large meat-producing fowl lq souther- 
ly sections where the more heavily 
feathered Brahma does not stand the 
summer well. 

Among the populnr breeds of the 
general-purpose class there nre also 
differences In type, adapting breeds 
to different uses. The Plymouth Rock 
Is generally regarded as tlie typo 
meeting the widest range of require- 
ments In the general-purpose class. 

The Wyandotte ts n little smaller 
nnd earlier maturing, hut still very 
well meated nnd easy to fatten. 

Tlie Rhode Island Red has nearly 
the same standards of weight us the 
Wyandotte, but Is a more active bird, 
not putting on fat so readily. Conse- 
quently, It appronebea the laying type 
und Is most populnr with those who 
want eggs and meat, but warn eggs 
most. 

Tlie Orpington is at the other ex- 
treme In the general-purpose class, 
being a heavier, meatier fowl than 
the Plymouth Rock. 

Such u list of breeds affords so 
wide n range of choice thnt jxiultry 
keepers can always select u standard 
breed better adapted to their local- 
ity and their purpose than any non- 
stundurd stock they can procure, say 
poultry specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. A 
flock of stundard-bred fowl will have 
(lie further advantage of reproducing 
true to type.

Besides Being Excellent for Jelly and 
Homemade Drinks Juices ■ Are 
Recommended for Use In 
Gelatin, Ice Cream, Etc. 


The Juice of such fruits ns the 
grape. currant, blackberry, strawberry, 
raspberry, elderberry nnd cherry 
makes delicious, wholesome drinks. 
Fruit Juices nlso may be canned nnd 
mnde Into Jelly wdten It Is wanted dur- 
ing the winter. Winter JcHy making 
relieves the pressure of work during 
the hot nnd busy fruit season. Sugar 
need not be ndded until the Juice Is 
served or until the Jelly Is tnnde. 

The following directions are given 
by the United States Department of 
Agriculture: Extract the Juice by boll- 
lug the fruit with n very little water 
nnd strain through n Jelly bag. To 
prepare the Juice for canning pour It 
Into bottles or Jnrs which have been 
boiled for Ifi minutes. Put these on a 
false bottom In n hot-wntor bntli. This 
mn.v bo a commercial ennner or n con- 
tainer large enough to bold sufficient 
water. The water should rencli the 
necks of the bottles nnd the shoulders 
of the Jars. A cotton stopper may be 
pressed Intoihe neck of the bottle nnd 
left during the processing period, or a 
cork, after being bolted, may be put 
In lightly. 

If Jars nre used ns containers put 
boiled tops In place nnd half sent. 
Process for HO minutes at the simmer- 
ing point Remove, put stoppers of 
bottles In tightly, nnd when cool dip 
the top of the bottle Into melted pnr- 
nffin or sealing wax. Equal parts of 
rosin mid beeswax make n good wax. 
Finish tightening the tops of the Jnrs 
ns soon ns they nre removed from the 
bath. Test for leaks nnd store In a 
dry, dark, cool place. 

Aside from their use In making Jelly 
nnd ns a bnse for home-made drinks 
these fruit Juices arc excellent for use 
In gelatin, sauces, Ice creams, sherbets, 
nnd other desserts. Those which nre 
to be used In this wny will have a bet- 
ter flavor If sugar Is ndded before they 
are bottled. 


Arrangement of House, Wloe Selection 
of Furniahings and Use of Labor- 
Saving Contrivance* Assist 
Housekeeper*. 


Changed living conditions hnve 
brought d.nnges In house -cleaning 
methods. When bouses were less Com- 
pletely hented. nnd parts of them were 
closed during the eold months, spring 
liouse-elennhig was necessary to cot 
the closed rooms ready for use dur- 
ing the warm months, nnd fall house- 
cleaning wns necessary to prepare the 
house for winter. Nowadays, nil the 
rooms In most houses are used nnd 
kept elenn throughout the year, nnd 
tiphonvnls In spring nnd fall nre no 
longer necessary. Moreover, the In- 
creasing use of removable rugs and 
some of the new cleaning devices make 
It much easier to take the dirt out day 
by day or week by week. Not all 
housekeepers realize how much the 
»-k of keeping things clean enn he 
.•nod by choosing the right things 
id hnudllng them In the right wny. 
This Is not merely a matter of Inhor- 
snvlng devices like vacuum clennegs, 
hut depends partly on hmv the house 
Is planned, wlint furnishings nnd fin- 
Ishlngs nre used, nml how the work 
of caring for them Is orgnniz.ed. 

Dally Care of Carpet*. 

For the dally enre of woolen or cot- 
ton caqiets and rugs, a carpet sweeper 
Is very good, because It takes up lint 
and coarse dirt without raising the 
dust.

GOOD LESSON FOR BEGINNER 


Specialists Outline Plan for Determin- 
ing When Dough Is Ready to Be 
Put In Pans.

Beginners often hnve difficulty In 
telling whether the dough la ready to 
be divided Into lonvos nnd put Into 
pnns. A good rule Is to measure Its 
volume, say homo economics special- 
ists of the United Stntes Department 
of Agriculture. When It Is ready to 
be mnde Into lonves, the dough for 
encli loaf, If made out of hard-w^ent 
flour, should nmount to three plt,ts; 
If mnde from soft flour, to about v 1 /^ 
pints. 

The levels to which these mns«,ea 
of dough will reach In the mixing 
bowl can easily he determined before- 
hand and marked. For Illustration: 
If one loaf of bread Is to be mnde, 
before mixing It put three pints of wa- 
ter Into the mixing howl and tmrk 
the point to which the water comes. 
This will Indicate the height to which 
the dough should rise. 

When recipes direct thnt dongli he 
allowed to double or treble in volume. 
It is convenient to have a measuring 
glass to determine the expansion. An 
ordlnnry tumbler will do, hut a glass 
of smaller diameter, like a small Jelly 
glnss. Is better. Before the dough Is 
set to rise tear off a small piece nnd 
pack It In the glnss. Note the height 
to which It comes nnd mark the place 
It will rench when Its volume has 
doubled or trebled, ns the cnae may be. 
Put this beside the large loaves of 
bread und use It as an Indicator.

the brushes of the enrpet sweeper do 
not go deep enough Into the carpet 
to remove fine dirt. A vacuum cleaner 
Is excellent, but If thnt Is not avail- 
able, effort should he mnde to find 
some other thorough hut comparatively 
dustless process. Using n dumpened 
broom nnd scattering left-over ten 
leaves, hits of rumpled, dampened 
newspaper, or one of the commercial 
sweeping preparations on the carpet 
before sweeping, helps to prevent dust 
from flying. These dnmpened materi- 
als must he used with caution, how- 
ever. or stulns will result, especially 
on delicately colored carpets. Wiping 
a carpet with n dampened cloth after 
sweeping removes more dust and 
freshens the enrpet. 

Smnll rugs should he cleaned out of 
doors. If possible, preferably on the 
dry grass or dry snow. They should 
he placed right side down, beaten with 
a flat curpet beater, swept, turned 
over, nnd swept again. Hanging rugs 
over a line while they are being 
cleaned, or holding them by the cor- 
ners and shaking them, strains them 
badly ; It may break the threads or 
loosen the bindings und cause the ends 
to ravel. 

Using Soap and Water on Ruga. 

Practically all rugs, after thorough 
beating, may he cleaned with soap und 
water. Bag rugs may he washed like 
any other heavy material but they 
must be rinsed thoroughly. Sometimes 
It Is easier to rinse a heavy, wet rug 
with a hose than in a tub. Other rugs 
can be placed on a table and scrubbed 
with a brush and mild soap suds. As 
each section Is cleaned, it should he 
rinsed thoroughly and the water should 
be chunged as It becomes discolored. 
Bugs washed by this method are cleun, 
hut they may shrink and lose their 
shape and the colors may fade and 
run. Oriental rugs with very long, 
thick pile should not be thus cleaned 
unless they can be dried quickly und 
thoroughly; If moisture remains In the 
depth of the pile It may rot the 
threads, United States Department of 
Agriculture household specialists sug- 
gest. 

Fine smooth mattings should be 
swe|»t with a soft brush and dusted 
with a dry mop. or If necessary they 
may be washed with a cloth tightly 
wrung out of warm water, und wiped 
dry with auother cloth. All grass and 
liber floor coverings should he taken 
up occasionally to remove the dirt 
which sifts through la spite of frequent 
cleaning

CHEESE AND POTATO DISHES 


Excellent Luncheon or Supper Dishes 
Tested In Kitchen of Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


THE FRATERNITY OF PEOPLES 


Goal to Which Veterans of World War 
Are Striving, Paris Post Ad- 
jutant Declares. 


The following excellent luncheon or 
supper dish Is one tested In the experi- 
mental kitchen of the United States 
Department of Agriculture: 

1 cupful of mashed potatoes, 

14 cupful of milk. 

1 egg. 

V* teaspoonful of salt. 

V* cupful of grated cheese. 

Beut the pettitoes nnd inllk together 
until thoroughly mixed. Add the egg 
and the salt and beat thoroughly. 
Finally udd the cheese. Bake lu muf- 
fin tins In a slow oven ten or fifteen 
minutes. 

A similar dish may be made by 
scooping out the Inside of a baked po- 
tato and mixing It with cheese, a9 
above. Fill the potato skin shell with 
the mixture, return to the oven, and 
hake until light brown.

T IE manufacturers of those dura- 
| hie, rich pile fubrlcs that have 
been given as many names as there 
ere varieties In their weaving, are to 
be credited with Inspiring some of the 
handsomest wraps of the present seu- 
».m. The fabrics vary, but are classed 
under a descriptive name that fits 
them perfectly — as "woven furs." They 
are very warm and easy to sew and 
they are as beautiful as natural furs, 
for which reasons designers of wraps 
have been inspired to show what can 
be done with them. They revel also 
In cloths that are similar to duvetyn, 
as bollvla, peachskln and heavy wool 
velours. Both kinds of fabrics look 
particularly well w 1th fur trimmings ; 
both are supple and cozy looking and it 
Is hard to choose between them. Dur- 
ability Is on the side of the woven furs, 
I«erhaps, while cloths present a Utile 
wider range of color. 

Without any fear of odious com- 
parisons. two wraps are presented 
above — one of woven fur (at the right) 
and the other of duvetyn. The first 
wrap has a long silky nap and is as 
dark as sealskin. It Is a coat having 
the back cut longer than the front 
and a wide sash of the fabric. The 
sash ends support furry halls on a silk 
cord. For the big collar, deep cuffs 
and border across the front, Australian 
opobsuiu does its part toward placing 
this coat among the urislocruts in 
Wraps. 

The very graceful and cleverly de- 


signed wrap at the left Is like a full, 
short mantle bunging longer at the 
front uud hack than at the sides. It 
hangs In toward the waistline at the 
back, but quite straight at the front. 
There nre no sleeves, merely silts at 
each side through which the arms are 
thrust. The very wide border at the 
bottom of the wrap and the huge col- 
lar are made of gray krlmmer fur, 
forming a lovely coutrust with the 
deep, clear blue of the cloth.

CHINESE HAVE WEALTH WAITS 
DAY OF THANKS THE GARNERING 


The moon feast is one of the most 
popular and widely spread of all the 
Chinese pagan festivals. It has many 
of tlie characteristics of the ancient 
moon-worship ceremonies of Syria nnd 
Fhoenlciu, nnd it comes as near to be- 
ing a thanksgiving festlvul as uny 
heathen feast could ever expect to be, 
celebrating the Ingathering of the har- 
vest. To the masses of the Chinese, 
however, there appears to be but a 
faint Idea of genuine thanksgiving 
connected with this moon feast. It Is 
simply the remnant of an ancient in- 
stitution, coming down from the re- 
motest antiquity as a meaningless 
act of nature worship. It Is possible 
that In the beginning, among the early 
Chinese people, the moon festival may 
have been less pagan and more char- 
acterized by feelings of thankful r<“- 
Jolcing than it is at present. However 
that may be, no wiser choice could 
have been made by the missionaries 
In China toward establishing n genuine 
national Thanksgiving feast than the 
selection of the day of the i>opulur 
moon feast. 

The moon feast was first proclaimed 
0 thanksgiving festival in IPOO at Wu- 
chang, where the large church was 
filled with a well-ordered crowd of 
Chinese, celebrating for the first time 
tin* newly appointed thanksgiving 
day. The snered building was beau- 
tifully udomed with offerings of staple 
articles of Chinese diet, like beans, 
rice, millet and other grains, not to 
s|M‘ak of pomegranates, pears, apples, 
wine, salt and flour. m 

Wuchang Is a great city of nearly a 
million Inhabitants, situated far up 
the Yung-tse-Kiang, in the heurt 'of 
China. Its central position, among 
the teeming myriads of heathen Chi- 
nese, renders it a good point for the 
spread of helpful and uplifting Ideas 
und truths, and in view of the nntdl- 
ness of the Chinese at home to adopt 
the best things presented to them for 
their own good. It Is exi>eoted that the 
old moon feast will he gradually 
adopted, in its newl^ baptized form, 
as the national thanksgiving duy 
among the 2.0WJ.0U0 or 3.0UO.G00 of 
Chinese at present under the Influence 
of Christianity, and In this way also 
gradually become the national thanks- 
giving day among the votaries of 
Buddhism, Confucianism, and Taoism, 
in the course of their emancipation 
from the grosser feature* of these 
time-honored religions.

It hns been customary In recent 
yenrs for tlie Department of State to 
(lrnft each Thanksgiving proclama- 
tion. 

After the draft lins been O. K.’d by 
the President it Is handed to the State 
department’s expert penman, who In 
his copper-plate chlrogrnphy writes It 
upon n lnrge sheet of excellent pnrch- 
ment, which Is sent to the President 
for his signature, nnd then returned 
to the State department to be signed 
by the secretary of state. Next It 
must be Impressed with the great seal 
of the United Stntes, whoso custodian 
will refuse to pluce It even upon so 
Important a document unless author- 
ized to do so by a fonnnl warrant 
signed by the President, for the use 
of the great seal or the possession of 
an Impression thereof without the 
Chief Executive’s written authority Is 
a grave offense, punishable by lnw. 
Indeed, the great seal — which wns 
made by n jeweler nt n cost of ? 10,000 
and which Is kept locked in n great 
rosewood ease — Is the most sacred In- 
strument used by the government. 

Having had this hallowed cipher of 
the republic pressed Into It, the new 
Thanksgiving proclamation Is filed 
awny In the State department 
archives. Inter to be hound In Its 
chronological order, with other accu- 
mulated proclamations. 

Uncle Snm takes all of these tech- 
nical pains merely to retain the hand- 
somely written proclamation ns his 
own souvenir. Rut before the Instru- 
ment hns been filed awuy n typewrit- 
ten copy Is sent to the State depart- 
ment’s official printer, who has a shop 
of his own In the basement of our for- 
eign office. His printed copies are 
given to the newspupers or to anyone 
who wishes. 

Each of the state governors must 
nlso be sent nn exact copy, but tbe de- 
partment’s strict code of etiquette de- 
mands that these copies must not bo 
printed. They are typewritten and 
signed by tlie President’s and secre- 
tary of state’s own hands. Each gov- 
ernor then seconds this move of the 
President In appointing the annual 
feast day of lhanks and prayer nnd. 
In their turn, the mayors of cities now 
generally second the move of tlielr 
governors. Ry such Indirect means 
does the prompting of the nation's 
thanks theoretically reach the people, 
who actually receive It directly from 
tho President himself through that 
eliminator of red-tape delays — the 
dally newspaper. In some localities 
the bishops receive the proclamation 
from the governors and hand It down 
In circular form to the lesser clergy, 
who read It from their pulpits upon 
the Sabbath following Its Issuance. In 
parts of New England It Is still the 
custom to read tlie proclamation from 
the pulpit on two successive Sundays. 

These .Infinite pains are taken, de- 
spite the fact that there is nothing In 
the federal statute authoriziug u Pres- 
ident to set apart such a holy day. 
Rut the proclamations make the holi- 
day legal. 

Right Thanksgiving Spirit. 

We once saw a little card taeked up 
before the eyes of a busy man. He 
could see It every time he raised his 
eyes from his desk. On It he had writ- 
ten : “Get your pleasure out of your 
work or you will never know what 
pleasure Is." That attitude will help 
us to get the right Thanksgiving spirit 
into our hearts. Let’s forget that we 
have pictured hsppluess in terms of 
idleuess and sloth. It's Just the other 
way. This Thanksgiving duy will be a 
good time to get the new angle of vi- 
sion. — Farmers’ Guide.
